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For tte few ascertained facts in the life oî the greatest 
prose Batirist and moat brilliant wit of Greek and Latin 
antiquity, we are indebted, almost wholly, to scattered and 
incidental allnsiona in hia own Tarions writiiigs. 

Like hie immédiate predecessor, Menippna the satirist ; 
the illuatriona Neo-Platoniat, Porphyry, in the third; and 
the orator, Libaniua, in the fonrth centary, Lncîan was 
Syrian by birth. He was bom at Samosata — its heap of 
mina still retains the old mime almost unchanged — ^on the 
Euphratea, not far distant from Edci-sj, aud the chief 
city of the diatrict of Kommageiie, in tha estreine north- 
east of Syria, about the year 120 a.d. Tradition protract» 
the term of hia existence to the âge of ninety, or even of 
one hnndred yeara. He thua lived throngh the reigns of 
Hadriau, the two Antoninea, and Commodns, and (at ail ' 
events) the earlîer part of the reign of Sererus — alto- 
gether the happieat period of the Rioman Empire, and 
one of the most interesting agea in the world's hÏB- 
tory. Of his earlier life, the brief record snpplied 
in hia incomplète antobiographical sketch, the Bream, 
so ofteQ bas been repeated, that it is not necessary to 
do more than to refer to it hère, It is enongh briefly to 
repeat that the délibérations of a family conncîl deter- 
mined hia parents, who were in poor circumataiicea, to 
appreutice him, at the âge of fifteec, to bis maternai nncle, 
a statuary, for whose art he had ehown some boyish incli- 
nation ; that, by a fortunate accident— fortnnatë, at leaet, 
for the world of literary, î£ not of plastic, Art — the breaking 
of a pièce of marble, he was indnced to nm away from bis 
master, in resentment at a aevere floggtng, and to transfer 






liÎB allegiftnce to Literature (Paideia') ; or, rftttter, to 
prépare himself, in the first inataDce, bj » eevere ocrarse 
of training, for the profeaaion of a rhetor (ia modem 
pbraae, a pabîie speaker), which eventiially led bim to em- 
brace the career of philosophy and letters, 

At tbia very early stage liis memoir, unhappily, comea 
to on end, and we are left to iacidental remarks ia bis more 
considérable productions. Hia experienceB for some jeare 
lay in the hard school of poverty and neglect (vév'it ««i 
àfaviji). In search of employment, or, rather, to maatep 
Ihe rndimenta of hîa profosaion, the young Lucian wan- 
dered tbrough the citics of the soath -western région 
of the Lesser Aaia, the celebrated and highly-cultured 
loaia, gmdaally getting rid of bis proTinciai manner and 
dialect, bat still conspicnous by bis Syrian (or, as he calls 
it, Aasyriftn) and un-G-reek style of dresa {The Tviiee- 
AccKsed, 27). In bia twentieth year he arrived în Greece, 
and made his firat ai:qaaintance witb the Flatonic philo- 
sopher Nigrin us, wbo gives the title toone of bis Dialogues. , 
He next aettled in the Syrian capital, Antiooh, where ho I 
practised at the bar, and acquired considérable réputation 
as a pleader ; but the ohieanery and frands of the inter- 
prétera of the laws sooa caused bim to abandon that pnr- 
suit {The Fisherman, '29), The ekill thua gained he tnrned 
to lucrative aocount as travelling disputant {aophistee, as it 
was termed) — a popular and profitable calhng, which was as 
common in the philosophie Hellenic and Roman world in the 
second century, A.D., as it was in Scholastic Earope of the 
Middle Ages. In tbatcapacityhe traversedSyriaandEgypt. 
Soon afterwards he visîted Rome (in the year 150), among 
other reasons, to consnlt an ocnlist ; and in his Nigrinus, 
the literary resnlt of bis visit, he stigmatïzes the prevail- 
ing cormptiona and laborious trifling of the literary as 
well as fashionable society of tiio capital. After a stay of 
two yeara in Italy, he proceeded to southern Gaul, at that 
time, and long previonsly, celebrated for its schoola of

lietorîo. In Giaul he continued bis profeseion of public 
frlectnrer for some ten years, hia resiiietice in that countrj- 
being interrupted only bj a visit to Ol3*mpia. Dnring 
thie period, probably, he tomposed many of bis pnblisbed 
rhetorical pièces. 

Having now secured an iadependent inoorae, at tbe âge 
of forty, Lncian ect oo.t again on bis travela, and made a 
journey tlirougb Macedonia and Thesaaiy, on bis way to 
his Syiian borne, His stay at Samoaata was only tempo- 
rary ; and, indncing bis snrviviiig family to removo to 
Athens, ia tbe oext year'be hîm^self followed tbem to tbe 
Iit«ra,ry metropolis, wbicb to him, as to every Greek 
or pbil-Hellenist, doabtless vas an object of suprême 
inteliectual cnrioeity. It was on bis joumey to Atbens 
that be bad tbe interview witb tbe Paphiagonian propbet, 
Alexander, wbicb gave birtb to his satire of that namB. 
Tbe contempt openly exbibited by bim for tbat emioent 
miracle-worker had almoat, as be assnreu as (Alex. 56, 57), 
cost bim bia iife : for tbe eiaaperated Alesander bad 
aecretly instrncted tbe crew of tbe vessel, wbicb be bad 
insidioualy pla^ed at hia visitor's disposât, ta make away 
witb tbeir cbarge — a conKpiracy frnstrated only by tbe 
interposition of tbe relenting captain. Tbns saved from a 
prematare and ingiorious end, be proeeeded on bis joarney 
to Atbens, accompanied by tbat extraordinary adventnrer, 
Peregrinas, or Peregrinns ProteuH, whose fiery immolation 
of bimself (like tbat of anotber Heronles Fnrena), be- 
fore tbe asaembled nmltitnde at Olympia, witnesaed by 
Lucian, in tbe year 165, forma tbe principal snbject of tbe 
Peregriii'tts. 

At Atbens Lncian seeraa — for tbere is no positive évi- 
dence— to bave taken np bis 6xed abode for tbe greater 
pajt of hia remaining Iife, occnpying bimaelf, as mayaafely 
be conjectured, in tbe bighest philosophical and literary 
studies, ajid in tbe enjoymeat of tbe îriendehip of such 
ezceptional pbilosopbers as Celans, tbe famous Platontat- 
crîtic of naacent Chriatianity (in hia True Account, known 
to na only througb tbe Reply of Origen, pnblisbed fifty 
jeaxa later), of tbe Stoîc Scatratas, and tbe Eclectic De- 
pnax. Hia aketcb of tbe career of tbe laat, a meritoriona 
Itieal teacber, f orms one of the not rate çtqqIs. o^ V\4 



esteem for real gooduess.' During this perind ap^ared 
hiB maeterpieces — hia principal theological, philosophical, 
and ethical Dialogues — when that consammate skill in the 
management of the marvellons Attic dialect had been 
attained which rivais the atj'le cif the best masters, aad 
which, as the acqnieition of a foreigner, excites the admira- 
tion of ail his editora and critica. Perhaps the only other 
eqnally remarkable instance of sach kind of excellence ïs 
that of the African Terence. 

Whenaboat the âge of aeventj-, impelled, it -wonld aeem, 
hy imminent povertj— foranthorS,then, evenof thehighest 
réputation fell very far short of obtaining from the Sosiï 
of the day the immense pecnniary profits nowofton secnred 
by ephemeral writers — Lncian once more resnmed his old 
occupation of rhetor or sophist, and produced some of those 
declamatory essaya which appear araong hia pabtished 
Works. At a fortnnate naoroent, he fonnd relief from hia 
pecuniary diffionltiea in an officiai income derived from hïs 
appointment to the registravship or cjerkship of the law- 
courta of the Egyptian capital, the p-esentation to which 
office haa TaTÏoasIy been assigned to Marcns Aorelioa, 
Commodna, and Severus. Chronology seema, on the whole, 
to Bnpport the claims of the laat prince, who became eio- 
peror in 193, to the hononr of aaving from destitution the 
greatest literary omament of the centnry. To clear him- 
aelf from the charge of teaching one tbing (in his satire, On 
Hired Dépendants) and practisiug anothev, by way of sup- 
plément to that essay he pubJished hia Apology. From it, 
incidentalty, we team that he derivcd a largo salary (iroXvrn- 
XacToc) from hia légal poat. He allèges the forcible allu- 
ment that, Bâ the Impérial mastei* of the Roman légions 
himself — ^not to mention numerous less exalted personHges 
— by no means ret'used the richest émoluments of office.

^^■B, the starving critic, could Bcarcely be blamed for fol- 
^^pa^iiig — in a very humble f aabion, tutd at a very long inter- 
rai — ih&t elevated exnmple For the moet part, his officiai 
datiee at Alesandria he devolved upon a deputy, so that 
hÎB leamed leiaare was little distnrbed at Athens, where, 
as aln;ady stated, he died at an advanced âge, but at what 
Jate ÎB qnite nncertain. 

Sach are.the somewhat'meagre facta collected from hi» 
writingB. To thèse his earlier hiographers or critics, led. 
bj the iesicographer Sutdas, h^re been pleased to mako 
sume eensatioual and apocryphiU additions. Suidas, of 
whom. nothing is known escept that he helungs to a 
very late date in Byzantine iiterary history, haviil^, pro- 
bably, in mind the story of the tragic eud of tbe inèdel 
Euripides, assures his readers that the " blasphémer " 
foand a well-merited end in havïng been torn to pièces by 
wild dogs ; and, not content with ao unique a terminatîon 
to hJH earthly career, adde, ae to hia posthumous existence, 
" in the future, with Satan, he will hâve his portion in 
eternal fire." Another eqaally diacreet aathority, of the 
sixteenth century, Raffaelle Maffei (or Volaterrauus, as he 
ie called from his birthpiace), avers tbat he was a mali- 
oiouB apostate from Christianitj, attribating to him the 
bon mot, that he had gained nothing from hÎB old creed bat 
change of name — ^Lncianus in place of Lucius (or LykinuB). 
To theae and similar mondacioas assertions Eraamus re- 
plies, " they attached to him the name of blasphémer, that 
ia, 'e vil-speaker; ' but they who did eo, one may be sure, 
were those whose festering aores he had probed." To hîs 
bit ter and persistent satirical assaults upou the established 
religion, and upon the contending sects of (ao-called) " phi- 
loBophy," we may be sure, not a few (ephemeral) replies 
appeared : but no notices of them hâve come down to 
us, While, however, tho last echoes of p^an saeerdotal 
or sectarian animositj, eicited bj hia csposuree, died away 
a t the efitablishment of Chrîatianity, orthodox zeal, on thf 
If Bide, even atill aometimes regards him as the declared 
j of the Christian faith. The hostility of the earlier 
ÎBtian anthoritieB had been aronsed, in par ticular, by 
o very famoua Dialogues — the Peregrinus and the Phiio- 
w("ThePatriot"). ABforthe!atter,it hasbee^ i^voini. 
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bejond reesonable donbt, to baye been tlie prodncttou of 
a, mach laterwriter, bearing the same name as thereputed 
anthor ; while, as for the former, tbe ehief oSence orîgi- 
nated in a mistaken reading or interprétation of the text, 
■wheve allusion ie made to the Fonnder of Cbristianity.' 
In fact, the brief allneiona of the Greek satirist to the new 
fiiith Beem t« discover lees hostility than ia displayed in 
his ridicule of the rival Orientai creeds, ot the eatablished 
religion itBelf, or of the popnlar Systems of philosopiy and 
ethicB. 

lî Lncian has been thés vilified by the ignorance or 
malice of critics of early days, on the other hand, from the 
lîrst miîment of hia résurrection, at the restoration of 
learning — from the fïrst appearance of the editio princefs, 
in 1496 — he received an enthusiastic récognition of hts 
rare merits from the beat scholars of the time. Among 
tbem towera conspicaously the illnatrions Erasmas, one of 
the earlieat translatore (1514), in conjnnctîon with Sir 
l'homas More, of the great maater of Ridicnle, whom he 
himself ao admirably iniitat«3 in his Encom.iuia Monœ 

' AjJCDrdin^ ta the tcxt of Hemsterlmia and LphmBnn.tlie especially 
signifii^anl and highly inieresting passage in question — liy many eritïts 
lielieved to hava been pur|Hi8ely mutiluled — reads as tblluws :— " At 
wbich time, he [Peregrmiis] m&de himself thorouglily manter of the 
wondert'ul philasophy of ilie Cbriatiana, a&souiatiiig, ia Palestine, with 
their priesû and acribes.

ilerful " hna been essïgneit an irouical meaning. Of f errgrinua a man- 
faïonrable account is given by Oellius (no very hîgh auiJiority), and 
Ammianua Marcellinus (a late writer), sa well as by the Christian 
wnlera Athenagoras and Tertullian. The f Aiioya'rii (in which aaliricai 
allualon is ninde (0 the visiiina of St. Paul) is aasigiud lo the year 3aa, Ihe 
date of the IjnptrDr Jnlian'a Peraian eïpediliun. Cf. PhihpKudra. Ili. 
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Priiifio of FoUy "), and, not altog^etlier bo happily, ! 
liogiiie*. Citingtliewell-known verse of the I^tin satuiat-

yae, if not Lucian, has sncceeded in illus- 
trating this trutli. He ha.a imitated the raillery, Trithoat 
copying tiie wantonnesB, of the Old Comedy. GracioQH 
heaven ! [deum immortaîem, ia his atroDg expletive of admira- 
tion], witb. what ely hnmonr, wîtb what grâce and élégance, 
he touches everything ! With what power of Barcasm te 
holda np every Eolly to ridicnle, how he Beaeons everytliing 
\yith his wonderful wit — tonching no ftbsnrdity that he does 
not cover with some irony or satire ! Snch grâce," con- 
tinues EiTismnB, echoing ihe dictum of ArthbiBhop Photius, 
" dominâtes in hia style, there is bo mueh felicîty of inven- 
tion, BO much élégance in hiswit, snch pungency in his more 
serions assaaits ; he so tickles with hia allnsions, bo mingles 
the grave with the gay, in snch a way does he ennnciate 
1.1'nth with a amile, so admirably does he picture the 
mannera, the characters, the pursuita of men, as it were, 
with a painter'a pencil ; in anch a manner doea he display 
things which we can not only read but actnally see, îhat 
whetber one regards entortainment, or utility and instruc- 
tion, there is no comedy, no satire, that hiia a right to be 
pnt in compétition with his Dialogues. " Atthe beginning 
of the siiteenth century, at least, this high enlogy was 
ficarcely an exaggeration. 

Araong theDiaiojMestransIated (into Latin) by EraBmna, 
it is interesting to note, are the Timon and the Alexander ; 
by Slore (wbo, aa an ecclesiastical sealot, and aa Lord Chan- 
cellor, so soon forgot the spirit of hÎB author, and the 
principlea of his own Xftupia), tlie Metivppus, the Philo- 
j)smidia (" The Lover of Lies "), and the Tyrannicide. Even 
Melanctbon, the aasociate of Luther in tbe Beformatiou 
«traggloinOermany, assisted in thework of annotating the 
great sceptio (1527). Rabelais, although there ia no évi- 
dence that he took part in illuatrating eo congenial a mind, 
moat havebeengreatly indebted to him. Early in tbe rmt 
fntnry (1615) hia most considérable Erench editor, Bour- 
;, euthnaiastifally maintains that, " in pvoçoïtvQTi.as.x.W 



inSuence of Lncian's writiuge wae diffnsed, the love of 
knowleâge aiid virttie increased, wbich etill résides m the 
heartiB of a. îew ; " and goea bo far as to affîrm that bj eucb 
inflneiice t)ie cultare, and even cmlization, of the pbiloso- 
pher's native countty perceptibly benefited in tbe sacceeding 
âge. A Dutch critic, Hoogstraaten, believes him to bave 
been "not only tbe greateat geniua of bis own âge, but even 
of ail antiquity." Tbese bigbealogîums, for tbeiDost part, 
bave been repeated by later criticH to the days of Hemster- 
huie and Beitz (wbose jadicious eettlement of tbe test, and 
criticism and summary of the labours of preceding editoi-s 
und annotatora, respectively, fii-st made to tbe world a 
wortby présentation of bis genuine and nttrihnted produc- 
tions), and by compétent jadi-ea of our own time. The 
English hiatorian of Greek Literature, J. W. Donaldaon, 
bolds that "bia mérita can scarcely be over-estimated," 
and " considering him wifch référence to his own âge, and 
to tbe Literatni-e of Greece," jnatly adda the leamed his- 
torian, " a pOHÏtion of the ntmoet importance mnst be 
aBsigced to him, both in regard to the système of religion 
and of pbilosophy to whicb be gare tbe death-blow, and 
in respect to the cnltivation of a purer Greek style, which 
he vainly taugbt and esemplified." Dnring the aixteenth 
iientury aiity-five éditions (in Greek or Latin), în tbe 
aeventeenth twenty-two, in the eighteentb forty-fonr (be- 
ijidea translationa), bore ample -witneas to the estimation 
in whioh he was held by the leomed world. In England 
the first édition of him (and that only in part) did not 
appear till 167?. The first version (in part) in 1634. No 
English translation of any pretension appeared till that 
of Carr (1775-1798), a spirited, but extreraely free, présen- 
tation of bim, whioh waa foUowed by that of Franklin, 
ProfeBsor of Greek at Cambridge (1780), nnd of Tooke 
(1820)— Frank lin 's, although not very faitbfnl or accu- 
rate, being altogether tbe most valuabje of the three cbîef 
English preBeiitations of Lucian. Of French translations, 
Talbot's (1857) bas the greatest repnte. Of German ver- 
siona, that of Wieland, th© well-known poet and romancist 
(1788), ÏB easily first ; and, indeed, it is penerally held to 
he entitled to the foreraoRt place among ail nttempta at a 
looâero représentation of the Greek wit.

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to hÏB famé, The mimibible Hellenic axteof archîtectnra 
and of sculpture wltich adomed, diegniaed, and, in gome 
meaBure, served to redeem the character of the religioa of 
Zens, or Jupiter, had long- shown aymptoms of decay, tbe 
entward and visible eign of a corresponding coolneas in the 
" religions " feeling of the npper classes ; but the relipiou 
of Homer and Hesiod stîll kept fast hold of the affections 
of the body of the peoplea (as it coutiuued to do, in fact, 
throughout the country districts, long after the Stafe 
récognition of Christianity) , while the great majority of 
the edncated or influential sections of society regarded it 
as a uneful means of retaining the masses in snbjection.* 
To nndermine this împoBing structure of mingled fraud 
and imposture, the absnrdities, tbe follies, and the hypo- 
crisies of itB varions adberents, Lucian especially devoted 
bis almost nnrÎTtilIed powers of wit and sarcasm ; and, if 
ridicule conid inflict a mortal wonnd, he migbt bave been 
well satisfied wïth bis biillîant efforts. But reflection on 
tbe hietory of the Past muet sometimea bave inspired him 
with aome misgiving, or even despair. For he was far 
from having been the first to expose the character of tha 
orthodoz Theology. In the drama, the most popnlarform 
of literature in Hellos — in Tragedy, Enripides (of the school 
of Sokratea) had, in tbe latter half of the fourth century, 
giren expression to the nsore rational belief of tbe best- 
educated minds of tbe tîme ; in Comcdy, tbe conservative 
Ariatophanea, in his inimitable dramas, ivbetber pnrposely 
OF not, had beld up to the most open and nndîsgnised 
contempt tbe most sacred objects of the national and 
popular worabip. In the two neit centuries Scepticism 
waa rampant. In the Jig-bter forms of lit«rature, tbe Mimea 
(" parodiée ") of Sopbron of Syraknse, and tbe bitter 
satires (silloi, as they were termed) of Timon of Pblius, a 
disciple of Pyrrbo, irhose name bas gîren a synonym for 
the extremeat ECepticism, beld up ta dérision the occupants 
of the national Panthéon. Snch rationalistic writers, too, 
aa Enhemema, author of the Sacred Inecryptkma ; Palte- 
phatns, anthor of tbe Incredible Legends ; and, in parti- 
cnlar, Menippns, were diretit predecesaors of the satiriat of 
ihti reiiiarliuliiy 
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SatnoBata, Eut tlieae more popular writera were not the 
only assailants of tte Pagan Panthéon : and it is enough 
merely to mention the names of Anaxagoras, XenophanBB, 
DemtikrituB, Zeoo (the founder of the Stoie School), 
Antisthenea (the founder of the moat practical satirists, 
the Cynics), and, above ail, Epikurus, to recall theîr wide 
divergences from, and sometiraes direct aesanlta on, 
the Olympian theology. To Lucian, however, as to Vol- 
taire, in the laat century, waa reaerved, in very spécial 
degree, the work of popnlarizing and bringing within the 
reaoh of the most ordinary intelligence the varions labours 
of hia predecessora. Of his modela in the Dialogue form of 
writing, Plato and Xenophon are most commonly qnoted : 
but the éloquent fonnder of the Academy, and the autbor 
of the (Economie-as, rather improved thiin originated it, 
Sophron of Syracuse, and Zeno of Elea in Italy, liad aiready 
bronght it into use. In the folîowing century, Antisthenea 
oIbd employed it. 

Ab for the ethical oharacter of Lucian, if we may trust 
to hia own représentation of himself, it deservea hifçh 
praise. In the Dream,, among the superior advantages 
offered by Faideia, he gïvea prominent place to the virtues 
of jostice, mildness, and reasonahlenesa. In hia Bevived 
FhilosopJiere, Le deolarea hirnself to be a hâter of falsehood, 
of imposture, of arrogance, of pride, a lover of truth, of 
beanty, of BJncerîty, and ail thinga lovely (oira ry ^iXfîo-ftii 
«uy^Ecq). He abandoned the profession of the Law from 
disgust for ita iniquity, or for the fraudulent methods of 
its practiaers. He engagea, aa he déclares, in the war agaiust 
Falsehood qnite conacioua that he is fighting a deaperate 
battis — that the vast majority are againat him (Fisher' 
man, 20). In hia biography of his frîead, Demonai, his 
appréciation of that superior Cynic exhibits him as a 
sympathetic admirer of true worth. In one department of 
Morals — on tho aesumption of his having been the author 
of the scandai ou 8 Erotes ("Loves")- — he has been made the 
Babject of nndeserved censure ; for ita tediona dulnesa and 
its frigid and aophisticated tone, alike foreign to Lucian'B 
manner, prove it to be spuriouB. 

It haa been aometimes objected to Lucian'B philoaophioal 
claime, that he made no attempt to bnild anew apon the ruiua 
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of the religions System overthrown by him. But, in tte fii-st 
place, Systems of " faith," or " momls," alreiidy abounded 
ad naaseam, and ta hâve erected another ejatem of " philo- 
sophy " wonld hâve been only to add to the existing confu- 
sion. The work immediatelj and nrgently needed was 
that of complète destmction, and the clearing of the ground 
for the future dissémination of higber and nobler ideas. 
This he did — at aU events, aa far as religionism and meta- 
physical shamB were concerned — with the poraistent zeal 
of a sincère reformer. In the second place, if the charge 
be a snbstantial one, he shares the blâme wîth almost every 
destructive critic of after âges, whose opportunities for 
estabHshing better faiths bave been superior to bia. The 
charge to which he is more justly open — and it îa the 
only grave fault, perhapa, in his writings— is indisûrimi- 
nation in his asaanlts on the pbilosophies of the day. His, 
apparently, contemptuoua trefltment,in particnlar, of Pytha- 
goreaniam, the parent of Flatoniam, and the pbilosophical 
school wbich waa most productive of examplea of the 
higher virtnea as weli aa of intellectnal ability, deaerves 
censure. In his Sale of I/ives, in the Revived l'hihsojphers, 
and is one of the Dialogue» of Ihe Dead in particnlar, he 
seema to hâve yielded to the temptation — a sort of tempta- 
tioutowbichgreat'witshave alwaya been liable — -oi ntilisting 
matter so promising as the ridicnlons fables which the ene- 
miea of Pythagoreaniam abundantly anpplied.' That among 
the (self-styled) foUowers of Pythagonia were to be found 
some pretendera, aiid not a few extravagant eipositora of 
bia teacbing — aa auch are fonnd in ail Booietiea or secta— 
is Bufficiently probable; bnt to hold np indiscriminately to 
ridicule what waa, in the main, a raeritorioua System of 
(etbical) philosophy — that, certainly, did not become the 
cbaracter of a jnst critic. He iived, indeed, before the 
Oippearance of the School of New or Newer Platonisra,

whoBe fonnders, PlotiuuB, Ammonins, and Porpbjry (tht 
most emdite of ail tho la,ter Greek scholara), beiong to the 
following centary. Extravagant ns may hâve been aome of 
their spéculations, the New-PIatoniata, by their noble, if 
hopelessiy futile, attempts to reform and spiritoalize the 
established religion, and by their noble protesta against the 
p^roBS practical Materialism of life, havo deserved (eqaaily 
with the early Christians), among the varions contending 
sectB of religion or philosophy, very high esteem. Had he 
witnessed their self-denying iives, and been acqaainted with 
their eialted ideas and aspirations, we may with some cou- 
lidence believe that he would bave done justice to their 
[■eal morits, as distingnished from the errora of judgraent 
which lay on the surface, and which were the inévitable 
outeome of tho acientific defects of the âge, 

The présent volume includea what may be termed the 
principal theohgiaal Dialogues, In the spelling of Greek 
names, in the transitional aod uusettled etate of Greek 
orthography in tliia conntry, any attem.pt to adapt a more 
natnral method must, uecessartly, be a compromise : hence 
the présent version îs open to the charge of some ortho- 
graphical ineonsistency. As for the translation itself, the 
method adopted has been to adbere as closely to the ori- 
j^iaal aa essential différences of idiom allow : to repreaent 
Lucian's peculiar grâces of style no translator can reaaon- 
ably aspire. The versions, entire or partial, which hâve 
appeared up to this time, bowever gpirited they may be — 
and the German Wieland surpasses ail his rivais in this 
respect, in whose hands, as Lehmann expresses it, "ail 
Lacian Iives and breathes " — for the most part are not 
diatinguished by any very strict fidelity to theîr original, 
The test followed is that of the great work of Hematerhuis 
iind Bcitz (in Lehmann's édition), which has been coœ- 
[lared with. the alternative readings adopted by Jaoobitz. 
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i FROM ZËDB BT A PEOPHECr.

Iliogsnea. Why, Krates ? 

Krates. They used to court and wheedle one tte otter 
for the sake of the expecteà Icgacj (being of tbe same âge), 
iind publicly re^stereJ theïr wills ; Mœrichaa, if he ehoald 
die firat, leaving Ariateas master of ail hîs property, and 
Aristeas Mœrichus, ahoald he predeceasB tho other. Sucli 

' A distin^iahed ftillower of Diogen^B of SinDpe. He bail abanilnneil 
B lu™ fortune in order to attach himaelf lo Ihe doclrînesand praclice uf 
Ù\e Sl'hool of Antisthenes. Like hia masler, he lived upon ihe moi>D 
sirictly frugal fare : in whîch abstinent lïring he was not «urpaased by 
EpikuraB hitaself, ur, perhaps, by any Christian asuelic of later agea. 
His marri^e whb sotnewhnt nimanlic. Kis wife, Hipparchia, nho 
bvl<>iige<1 to an aristocratii; familj, bad unil«d her &t« with bia, in spîte 
ipf great opposition frum her frïends; and even dectared her résolve tu kill 
heraelf, if they refused eonsenL Krates, who left behind him Mme 
writingfl, uow lost, iived in the fi'urth century. See Diog. Laerc

The speech of Telitmiinian AiRS u> Udysseus, in Ibe wreslling enconnter 
between tha iwo heroeg. S«e 'IX. xxiii. 734. The vprsîon aboTe ig 
qanted trmn Prof. Nenmun'a Uiad of Homer. The application of (he 
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were the terma oî the wills ; while they were accnstomed 
to surpftBB one the other in their mutnal wheedling and 
Hattery. The propbeta, both thoae who divine the future 
from the stars, aod those who diviue from dreama, like the 
diacipleB of the Chaldteans — nay, even the Pythian himself 
— ofiered the victory now to Aristeaa, now to Mœrichna ; 
and the ecalea were for inclininiiç at one time in favonr oS 
the latter, and now again for the former. 

Diogenes, What, pray, waa the end of it, Kratea P For 
it is worth hearîng. 

Krates. Both haye died on one and the aame day, and 
the propertiea devolved unexpectedly npon Eanomiua and 
Thrasykles — both relatives — who never evon dreamed that 
thia would happen. For, sailing acroaa from Sikyon to 
Kirrha,' abont the niiddle of the passage, they were over- 
taken by the west-north-weat wind across their bows, and 
they were wrecked and lost. 

Diogenes. It was very kind of them. Well, aa for na, 
when we were in life, v)e entcrtained no snch designs in 
regard to one another ; neither did I ever pray for the 
death of Antisthenes, that I might inherit hia stafi — and 
he uaed to hâve a pretty atrong one, whicb he raade for 
himself of wiid olive;" nor, I imagine, did you, Krates, 
eagerly désire to inherit my possessions at my death — my 
tiib and my wallet, which held two quarts of lapines. 

Krates. No, for I had no need of them ; neither had 
yon, Diogenes : for what we needed, you inherited from 
Antisthenea, and I from yon, possessions far better and 
more respectable than ail the power of the Persians. 

Diogenes. What are thèse possessions you speak of ? 

Krates. Wisdom, seU-sufEciency, trntb, plain-apeaking, 
freedom. 

Diogenes. By my faith, yea. I remember also, that, 
having received this wealth in snccesaion from Antisthenes, 
I left behind to you, in fact, atîU more.

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Krates. Howeyer, the rest of tbe world nsed to despisé 
such kisd of posHeBsions, and no one of them ccmrted titM 
lookiag to obtain onr legacîes ; but they ail directed theîr' 
looltH to tbe pold coin. 

Diogeries, Witb good reaaoTi ; for they had not whei 
they conld receive from ua and stow away snch posseasions,.! 
gradually leaking and waating Rway, as they were, iindei^ 
the influence of Imury, liie rotten ponches. So that, îf-J 
even one were to put înto them eitber wiadom, or plainneeaij 
of speech, or truth, it would immediately escape and mnl 
throQgh, the bottom ofthe vessel not being able to hold ibM 
ia; sometbing litce wbat the daoghtera of Danana, tliosal 
lamouB maidens, expérience when they draw water in theûf* 
perforated pitcber : while as for the gold, they naod ttym 
gnard it witb tootb and nail, and every poseible oon.-^ 
trivance. 

Krates. Accordingly, we ehail poaseaa out wealth erenl 
hère, while theg will arrive carrjing an ohoins witb them, 
and even tbat as far only as their fenyman.

Alexander. I ongbt to be preferred to jon, yon Hbyan, 
for I am snperior to yon.

Âlexand^. Let Minoa décide then (apjtealing to tAtU 
juàge). 

Minoa. But who are yoo ? 

AhxMider. Tbia is Hannibal of Carthage, and I am 
Aleiander, tbe son of Philip. 
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Mînos. Upon my word, illustriouB, bofcli of you ! 
what ÏB yonr qnairel abont ? 

Alexaiider. About precedecce ; (or thie fellow affirma 
thftt he was a better gênerai than I; whereas I affirm tbat 
I Burpaas not only him, as everj one koows, bat almoBt 
ail wbo hâve lived before rae, in the arts of war. 

jtfiiio». Tben let eacb speak in bis tum.' And do you 
of Libya, be the firet to apeak. 

Hannibal. In respect to this one circumstanee, Minos, 1 
det'ivemuch satisfaction — thatwhile hère I bave thoroagbiy 
mastered the Greek language;' ao tbat not even jn tbat 
particular can he hâve any advantage over me. Now, 
I affîrm that those men are most deserving of enlogy, 
who, thongh cothing at starting, noae the less arrived ad 
great eminence, by their own efforts investîng themselves 
with power, and beïng deemed worthy of goveminfr. 
Well, thongh I set oat with few soldiere for Spain, at first 
being Bobordinate to mj brother, I waa jndged to be the 
moBt skilfnl in war, and was deemed fit for the highest 
employments ; and I aubdued the Keltiberians, and con- 
qnered the Gauls of the West ; and, crossîng the voet monn- 
tains," I overr&n ail the plains of the Padua, and laid in 
mina so many cities, and snbjecteâ to my power the whole 
plein of Italy, and advanced as far aa the aubnrbs of its 
Capital city, and alew such numbera on one day that I 
meaaared off their rings by busliela,' and bridged their 
viyers with the dead. And ail this 1 accomplished with- 
out eitber getting myaelf called the son of Ammon, or

puttÏQg myself ia oompetition with the moat BÏdlfi

the world — aot contending againet Medsa and Ânuentan 
tvho Bcek refngo in flight before anj one pnrsues, and yîel 
the victory at once to the bold aggresBor. Alexander, c 
the other hand, enlai^ed a domiaion ivhich he bad n 
ceived from hia father, and extended it conaiderably l 
availing himselE of the start given him by Fortune, Ba 
wlien he had gained the viutory over and vanquished i 
Issos and Arbela' that wretched pest Uareius, ravoltini 
from the cnstoma of hia anceators, he began to put fort 
daims to divine worahip, and changed hia way of life i 
the Médian mode ; and poUuted hia handa in the blood < 
hia frieuda at hia banquets, and eeized them for the pu: 
poae of putting them to death." Whereas I ruled m 
countrj npon terma of equality with my fellow-citizena, 
when it eummoned me to its aid, on the eailing of 
enomy to Libya wïth a great armament, I obeyed i

Rt of inloiJuatioii at Baktra ; hia page, Hermolaus, who, with othar.' 
nlienated or diitgusted MacedODians, had conspired againat hia maater, 
in reTcngp for a public indignicy | and Iwleistheaea, a pupil of Arislotîs, 
See Fluiarcb, 'AXeÎ. -tO-Sfi. 
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Bpeed,' and offered mjaeîf as a private citizen ; and after 
condemnation, I bore the matter witli good wiU. Thèse 
aohieveinents I performed, non-Greek os I was, and nn- 
instmctfld by a Greek éducation ; neither reciting and de- 
claiming Homer,* as he did, nor edncated nnder ArJBtotle, 
that famons Bophist j but availing myself of ray natnra! 
good qualiticB alone. Thèse are the pointa as to which I 
laaintain that I am Bnperior to Alexander. And, if thia 
fellow haa a handsoraer appearance, becanse he waa accna- 
tomed to encircle bia browa with the diadem — with Mace- 
douiaoB, donbtiess, tbose things are objecta of vénération 
— he anrely shonld not on that acconnt b« thought Bnperior 
to a man of gennine nobihiy and of tme mîlitary capaoity, 
who owed more to hia judgment than to fortune, 

Minos. He haa delivered no ignoble plea, and one not such 
as it was likely a Libyan would, on his own behalf. Now, 
yon, Alexander, what do yon say to thèse argumenta ? 

Aleiander. I onght, Minoa, to tnake no reply at ail to ao 
impudent a man ; for Famé ïb quite enough to instruct 
you what a king I waa, and what a msre brigand ' he waa. 
Homever, jtist consider if it is by a small différence I 
snrpaBB him — I who while yet a mère youth entered npon 
public buainesB, and became maater of a kingdom ail in a 
state of confusion, and pnrsued and pnnished my father'fl 

' When tbe Romans, under tbe eldsr Scipio, cairied tlie wai into 
Africa, which reaulled ia Ihoir decisice «ictorj at Zania, 202 B.c., 
Hannibal wbb drïten from bis coontry by a boBlile faction, witli

to mie over what my father bad ieft behind bim ; bnlg 
estending my tboagbte to the whole Earth, and thinkînj 
it intolérable if I ahould not become maater of the worlcl 
with a few aoldiera I invaded Asia ; and at the Gninikas I 
^ained a great battle ; and Eoizing upon Lydia, lonia, asd 
Plirygia, and, in fine, conquering in snccessioii everythïng^ 
in my way, I advanced t-o lesna, wbere Dareina awoited i 
with an army of many myriads. From tbat time, Min i 
you know how many dead I sent below to you on one day 
at ail éventa, the Ferryman says that bis boat dîd nw 
BuEBce, at that time, for them, but that the raajorîty of then 
fonstmcted rafte for themBelves, and ao made the passage 
And this I accomplisbed hy being foremost in danga 
inyself, and deeming it gloriona to get myself wounded 
Not to recount to yon my exploits at Tyj'e, or 
not only ail that, bnt I advanced as far as tbe Indiaae, 
made for myself the Océan the boundary of my empire 
and I captnred theîr éléphants, and worsted Ponia. -' 
as for the Scythians, not a people to be despiaed i 
impnnity, I croased the Don and conquered them i 
great eavalry battle.

For hov) he conquered tho 
Italiana 1 omit to say — that he did not do it hy force, buS 
bv cormption, and not keeping faîtb,' and by atratagei 
nothing aci!ording to the usages of war or abose-boardJ 
And, as for bis reproaching me with Inxnry, I think he hag 
foi^otten entirely what he was accnstomed to do in Captia,, 
lirtngwitb ladiesof the iîemi-mon(^,aud,admirable General,, 
wasting în pleasarea the opportunîties of war.

Jidea, peiUap», would bave becn equullj furoîble, 
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other hand, if I had not eateemed tho aiîaii's of thé West a 
smatl matter, and made m.j tirst attacks, rather, on the 
side of the East, what great ttchievcmcnt coatd I hâve 
done — seiziBg, withont ehedding a drop of blood, upoa 
Italy, and Bobjecting to my power Libya and the coatinest 
as far as O^es ? lHo; those parts of the world eeemed to 
me not worth fightiag for, being already cowed and 
acknowledging a master. I hâve said. Now do you, 
Minos, jndge; for, out of many fa«te, thèse are quite 
enongh to décide by. 

Scipio. Not before yon hâve heard me, too. 

Minos. Why, who are yon, my fine Sir F or as what 
oonntiyraan will you speak ? 

Scipio. An Italian ; ^ Scipio, the gênerai who razed 
Carthage, and conqaered the Libyane in great battlen. 

Minos. What, pray, would yoa say ? 

Scipio. That I am inferior, indeed, to Alesander, htit 
Buperior to Hannibal — I who vanquiahed and puraaed him, 
and forced him to a disgracefal Sight. How, then, is this 
fellow not ashamed to contend ic rivalry with Alexander, 
with whom not even I, Scipio, hia oonqneror, claim to pnt 
myself in comparison ? 

JKinos. By my faith, job speak the words of reaaon, 
Scipio ; so let AJexander be judged to be first, neit to him 
corne yon ; then, by your leave, foUows Hannibal third ; 
for neither ïs he to be deapised with impunitj."

tioner, as he had the olher Roman gencrala,he would not hâve hésita ted

Diogenes. WLat'a tliia, Alexander ? Hâve yon, too, died, 
like the reat of ns ? 

Alexanâer. Ton ses for jourself it is so, Diogenes ; but 
it ia nothing Etrange if, man as I waa, I am dead. 

Diogenes. Then Âminon lied in aaying that jou were hia 
son, whîle, in faot, yoa wera Philip's ? ' 

Aîexander. Philip's andoufatedly ; for tad I been 
Ammon's, I sLonld not hâve died. 

Diogenes. Tet similar ' etories nsed to be told of Olympias 
— that a serpent visited ter, and waa seen in her bed ; thai 

Uie &aiaapeç of Jutlftn, Alcxïndiyr ia put in comparison with tbo 
" Divine Jiitius." It is wonh notice that tbe great Koman sattrisi, w)iii 
insktw fréquent use of the iiamo- of tbe arch-enem; of liotne, BelevCs hïm 
as an exanipie, târ ilôx^iv, of Ihe notbingnesa of^^hnman s^acj : 
" Expenfle HannibaJem! quoi \i\)na in duce eumaio 

Fontenelle, the moBt famons modeni îmitator nf Lnpîan's DiaiogHe» of 
tic Dead, bas ioiïtated this DiaCngue in his Jules César et Chariis XII, 
(Dialogue di» Morts).

Alexander. I don't know, Diogenea ; for I had not made 
any arrangements about it beforehand, or oiily this much 
— that on my death-bed I gave over my ring to Per- 
dikkas.' But, however, wby do you laugh, Diogenea ? 

Diogenes. Why, at what else than the recollection oE the 
doinga of Hellas, tkat aervîlely flattered yon, wbo had but 
jnat sacceeded to tbe tbrone, and elected you to the hege- 
mony and command-in-cLief agaînat the foreignera. And 
BOme eyen added yon to tbe twelve 'principal deities,' both 
building to you temples and sacrificing to yon as to a 
Serpent's eon ! But, tell me, where did the Macedoniaus 
bury you ? 

Alêxam.d.eT. I am still lying in Babylon, after three days, 
v/nhuried; but Ptolemœus, of my foot-gaarda, promises, if 
erer he bas leisure from the troubles immediately before 
him, to carry me away to Egypt and bury me there, so that 
I may become one of the Egyptian divinitiea.

riches ; for, indeed, he was nsed to conaider that, also, " a 
good," ao that be dîd not blaah, -even himaelf, to take it — 
* juggling fellow, Dlogenes, and a crafty trickatsr. But, 
however, this henefit I hâve gained from his phOosophy 
— to be grieved at the loss of those thinga as the greateat 
"gooda," which you bat jast now ennmerated.' 

Diogenes. Well, know yoa «hat joq ahonld do ? I will 
sng'gBst to yon a remedy for your grief, Since hellébore ' 
doea not grow hereabontfl, do you, at least, even gnlp 
down and drink witb wide-op&ned month forthwith tbe 
waters of Lethe, and drink again and often ; for thna 
will you eease to be tronbled at " the goods " of Aristotle,

vengeance npon you for what yon did to them. So atep 
ofE you by thia other path, and [skouting a/ter him] drink 
often, as I told yon.

Alexajider. Not that; but tbe non-Greeka were stmck 
with consternation, and not one of thein ftny longer re- 
sÎBted, thinking that they were fighting with a divina 
being; bo that I kept gaining victorieB over them with the 
greater ease. 

Philip. And what people worth fighting with did yoit 
gain victories over, yon who always came into conflîct with 
cowards, defending themselïes with misérable bowa and 
M.Itry light shîeldB, and Pereian bucklers of osier-twigB P ' 
To conquer Hellènes — Bceotians, Phokians, and Athenians 
— waa an achiecement, and to ntterly defeat the heavy- 
armed troops of Arkadia, and the Theesalian cavslry, and 
the javelin-armed soldiers of Elis, and the Mantineian 

' HiXTÔpia KOI yippa otaviva. Tbo IltXrai were ullght kind of sbield 
covored with leauier, adupled Trom the Thracians by Ipliikrates, the 
famous AtheniaQ military uommandor, about 390 b.c.

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peltnats, or Thraeians, or Illyrians, or PceonianH — those 
were great deeda.' But us for Medos, and Peraians, and 
BnbylonianB, aod gold-equipped and eiïeiainate soldiera, do 
you notknowthatt«n thoaeand nien, who marchedup witli 
K]earchua, vanqa.ished them betore yonr time ; while they 
did not endure even so tnvch as to conie to close conâict, 
bnt fled before an arrow reached them ? 

Aleaander. Bat the Scytbiaos, father, and tbe elepbanta 
of the Hindua was not a kind of work to be lightly despised. 
And yet, wîthont stirring up dissensions among them, or 
purchasing my victoriea witb treaaons, I got tbe mafiterj 
over them ; nor did I ever perjnre myaelf, or falaify my 
promise, or commit any breach of faith for tbe sake of 
conquest. And, as regarda tbe Hellènes, wbîle some I 
received under my dominion wîtboiit bloodsbed, as for tbe 
Tbebans, you probably know by report how I punished 

Philip. 1 know ail thia ; for Kleitua bronght me word, 
whom you murdered with your own hand while at dinner 
by running him throagh with a hnnting-spear, because be 
dared to enlogize me by comparieon with yoar deeds. Well, 
you threw aside tbe Macedonîan ebort cloak and eïchanged 
it, aa they say, for the Persian flowing robe,' and put on 
your head the towering tiara, and claimed divine honouifl 
from the Macedoniana, from free people, — and the most 
ridicnloua circumstance of ail,— yon were accustomed to 
imitate the maanera of the conqnered ! I omit to mention 
ail your other bad actions, — jour ehatting up cien of cul- 
tare Tvitb lions,' and contracting marxiages of aacb a kind

I don't commend tbia condnct, Aleiander, not 
beoanse I don't tbink it to be bonourabie for the Icing 
Bometimes to get wou&ded, and to incur danger on bebalf of 
his arniy, bot because siicb condact least of ail suited t/our 
character. For if, with the repntition of being divine, 
you had ever received a woand, and tbey bad eeen yon 
carried ont of tbe battle in a litter, âowing witb blood, 
groaning by reaeon of tbe pain from tbe wound, tbat bad 
beén eubject for ridicule to tbe spectators, bow even 

of tbis liisplay of courage waa pardotied by his king. Cnrlios (De Relna

What sort oi language waa that, Achilleua, 
you addresBed to Odjsseus the day before yeaterday abont 
deatb; bow ignoble and unwortby of botb yonr teacbere, 
Ciieiron and Pbœnix ! ^ For I overbeard you, wben yon 
were saying that yoa wonld wiah to be a servant, bonnd to 
tbe Boil, in the bouse of any poor man " whoae means of 
support were amall," ' rather tban to be kîng OTer ail 
tbe dead. Tbeae sentimenta, indeed, some abject Pbrygian, 
cowardly,and diahonourably cHnging to life,niigbt, perbapa, 
be allowed to atter, but for tbe son of Pelena, tbe moat 
rasbly daring of aîl heroea, to ent«rtain bo ignoble tboughts 
abont bimself, ia a considérable disgrâce, and a contradic- 
tion to yonr actions in life; yon wbo, tbough you might

With the dead there is perieci 
samenesB of dignity ; ' and neither those good looks of mine, 
Antilochna, nor my powers of strength are hère : but we 
lie atl alike nnder the same mnrky gloom, and in no way 
saperior one ta the other; and neither the dead of the 
TrojaDB have fear of me, nor do thoee of the AchEeanii pay 
me any court : but tbera is complète and entire eqnalitj in 
addresB, and a. dead man is the same ail the worM over — 
" both the coward and the brave." ' Theaa thonghta oanse 
me anguish, and I am grieved that I &m not alive and 
aerrîng as a hireling. 

Antûochus. Tet mhat can one do, Achilleus ? For such 
ÎB the will of Nature — that ail certainly die : ao one mnst 
abide by ber ordinance, and not be grieved at the consti- 
tnted order of things, Besides, yon obserse how many of oa, 
jour friends, are about you hère. And, after a ahort apace 
of time, Odyssens, too, wîll certainly arrive ; and com- 
manity in miafortune, and the fact that one ie not alone in 
suSering, bringa comfort.

With otliur Satraps he revoUed, aud estab- 
lished himseJf as an independent prince — 377-363 u.o. Ât bis death, 
his aisler and wifo Artemiaia, who succeedpd him, built the Bpîendid 
monninent which lias given ita name to succeedîng ediSces of tbe kind — 
none a( whieh in the Western world bave any title to rivalry with it. 
For ■ descriptiun, see Fliny, Hisl. îfal. jv. 36. More jnsti; iban wera 
mosl of the othera, it was reukoned among tbe "Beven wonders."

If, however, vte shonld choose some judge of good looka, I 
am unable to say why yonr aknll ahould be preferred to 
mine ; for both are bald and bare, aad we display our 
teeth with eqnal prominenee, we are both deprived of onr 
eyes, and bave been both provided with snnb-noBea. And 
as for your tomb, and those costly marbles, tbey, perbaps, 
may be afuse to the good people of HabkamassuH, to ahow 
off for their own benefit and to gfit bononr for themaelves 
from Btrangers and viBitorB as having, no donbt, a certain 
big bnilding. Bnt aa for yon, my fine Sir, I don't see what 
benefit yoa dérive from it, nntesa ' yon affirm thia — that 
jou bear a heavier burden tban we, inaamacb as yon are 
weighed down by au oh huge stonea. 

MauBolus. Will ail thoae tbinga, then, be of no advantage 
to me, and will Manaolus and Diogenes bave an eqaaiity 
of privilège ? 

Biogenes. Not an eqnalïty of privilège, moat excellent 
Sir, — certainly not. For Manaolna will groan and lament, 
in remembering hia poaseaaîona above ground, in which be 
naed to imagine himaslf to be happy, while Diogenea will 
laugh at him. And as for the tomb at Halikamassns — he

MenippiM. Pray, what love of death poaaessedyon, athing- 
undesired by most people P 

Cheiron. I will tell yon, as yon are not altog^ether with- 
out senee. I had no looger any pleasnre to get from 
immortality. 

Menippus. It was no pleasnre to yon to live and see the 
light of day ? ' 

Cheiron. No, Menippus, for I, for my part, hold pleaanra 
to be sometbio^ which ia variable, asd not simple. Bnt I 
was always living and in the enjoyment of the saine thinga 
— Bun, light, food ; and there were the Bame seiisona, and 
everything happened, each in its own order, following, as 
it were, one after the other — I became, therefore, satiated 
with them ; for my pleasnre was dépendent not on ite per- 
manence, bnt on the not being conatantly participant in ît.'

Dwgenes, Antidhenet, Kratm^ and Foor Man. 
Diogene$. We are at leiaure, friende Autisthenes acd 
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Kratea: 80 wly stonld we not set off for a waJk straîght 
for the place of clescent, to observe the new arrivais comint^ 
down ' to us, whiit they are like, and what each of them ia 
aboTit? 

Antistkenes. Lot ns be off, Dîogenes, for, indeed, tbe 
spectacle wonld he a pleasiint one — to aee some of them 
wecpinç, and eome entreating to be let go, and some makmg 
the descent witb reluctance, and, thongh Hermès gives a 
pusb to their ahouldars, rasisting, and struggliiig on their 
backs, to no pnrpose. 

Krates. I, also, will relate to jon wbat I saw 1^ tbe 
way, wben I was coming down. 

ïliogenes. Give ns the atoiy, Krates, for Ifancyyon Lave 
seen some uncommonty laaghable eami.es. 

Krateg. There were severâl otbers who made tbe descent 
in my company, and conapicnous among them were lanteno- 
doruB onr countryman, the millionaire, and Arsakea the 
Médian Satrap, and Orœtea of Armenia.' Well, Ismenodoma 
— for he was mnrdered by the robbers of Kîthteron, wbile 
proceeding on foot to Eleusis, I believe — began groaning and 
coverîng hia woand with his banda, and kept calling npon 
the new-bom infants ^rhom he bad left behind bim, and 
nccaeing bimself of rashness, for crosaing Kithceron, and 
traveraing tbe neighbonrhood ot Elentherîa' (left altogether 
desolate by the ravages of war), and for taking with him

As for ArsakeB — now ad- 
vanced in âge and, indeed, not without some dignity abont 
hia appe8.rance, he waa annoyed after tlie fashion of tbe 
foreigner, and was highly indignant at tmdging on foot, 
and claimed it aa his right that & borse shoald be aapplied 
to bim; and, in fact, fiie horse had died witb him, both 
having been rnn tliroagh, at one Htroke, by eome Thracian

Krates. Very eaKiIy,Antisthenes. Forhe began charging, 
pashing before him a spear-shiift of twenty cubita ; while 
the Thracian, wheo with his shield he warded off from 
himself thô onalanght, and the apear-point pasaed him, 
aank on bis tneea, and received the attack witb his apear, 
and wonnde the horse under the chest, who ran himaelf 
tbrongh by his own ardoar and the véhémence of hia apeed. 
And as for Arsakea, he ia mn right through from the groin 
to the buttocks. Ton see something of wbat it waa like ! 
the action was rather that of the horse than of the hero, 
He waa indignant, nevertheleas, at being on a level with 
the rest ia point of dignity, and cansidered it as his right to 
come down in tbe capacity of a knight. But as for Orœtes, 
be was very tender-footed, and was not able erento stand 
on the gronnd, not to say anytbiog of walking— ail Medes, 
in point of fact, bave this expérience, on dismoimting from 
their horses ; they wallt aa though upon tborna, on tiptoe, 
and witb difficulty get on at ail — ao that, wben he threw 

anâer of Macedon and ha successors. — Jacnb. The range otKitha^ron 
waa tbickl; wcMided, and fnvourable fur rubbera. 

' In AnDpaia. Bj ibo Knppaâokian, probnblj. ij (o be underatond 
Eumenes. wbum Pcrdikkas (who had naurped the chief command of tbs 
MacedoniaD urmy al (he death of AJexajider) hud appoiotod tO the poâC 
. < uf UeDUnaut in Kappadocia and Paphlagonia, — Jacob. 
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himself down, and lay there, and wonld by no raeana allow 
liimBelf to be set on hia feet «gain, the excellent Hermès 
took hûn ap and carriûd him as far as tlieferrj-boat; whilo 
I set myaelî laughing. 

Arttiatkenes. Well, ae for myself, when I was makinfr 
the descent, I did not at ail mix myself np with tlie reet, 
but, leaving them to lament, I ran forward to the ferry- 
boat, and took my place beforeband, that I mîglit hâve a 
oomfortftbie passage. In fact, during the voyage they 
were shedding tears, and sitSering from sea-sickiieas, while 
I waa sxceedîcgly entertained by them ail. 

Dwgenei. Yon, Krates, and yon, Antîsthenes, chancedto 
f'all in. with feliow -travail ère of such description. My 
fellow-travellera down were Blepsias the money-lender, 
from Pisa, and Lanipis ot Akarnania, who bad been 
^aptain of mercenariea, and Damis the millionaire, he 
of Korinth. Damis died from poison administered by his 
son ; Lampis cnt his own throat for love of Myrtium, the 
celebrated conrtesan ; while Blepsias, the poor wretoh, was 
said to hâve slowly starved to death ; and he showed it 
clearly enough, appearing paliid to exoess, and attennated 
to the moat extrême point. I, although aware of the 
facts, began to (jnestion them as to the manner of their 
deaths. Then, when Damia was nccusing his son, " Ton 
sufFered, however, no anjusb fate at hia bands," said I, 
" since, while yon at once poasessed a quarter of a million, 
and lived in luxury yonrself, nonagenarian as you were, 
yon used to snpply a yonth of eighteen witb jnst sixpence. 
And as for yon, Mr. Akarnanian (for he, too, was nttering 
groana, and imprecatlng curaes on Myrtium), why do yon 
biame Etos, when you ought to accnse yonrself ? yon who, 
while yon never trembled at the enemy in batile, but nsed 
to fight, regardlesa of danger, in the front ranks, were 
canght, admirable man, by the made-np tears and sigha of 
& common prostitnt« ! ' Ab for Blepsias, he anticipnf^d 
blâme and accnsed himself, of hie own accord, of excès* 
siye folly, in that he hoarded np hie money for heira in no 
way related to him, thinking, the foo! ! to live for ever. 
However, to me they afforded no uommon amusement by

Then you were, doubtiesa, a rich man, aad it 
troubles yoa, I suppose, to hare died and left behind yen 
mnch laïuiy ? 

Poor Man. Nothing of tbat sort ; on the contrary, I had 
arrived at abont tbe ftill âge of ninety years, and led a life 
of want, Bnstained by meana of my fishing-rod and liue, 
esoessiyely poor, ohildless, and lame, into the bargain, and 
half blind. 

Diogeties. Then, thongh you were in such a condition, did 
you wiah to go on living? 

Poor Man. Tes, for the lighfc of day waa sweet to me, 
and to die ïa a terrible thtng and to be avoided. 

Diogeties. Ton are bereft cf yonr sensés, old man, and 
behave in the face of inévitable Necessity îike a chîld ; and 
that, tbougb you are a contemporaiy of the Ferryman there. 
What, pray, conld ono in future eay as regards the young, 
when people of yonr time of life are so fond of living, who 
onght to pursue Death as the one remedy for tbe evila 
|_easential t« old âge ? — Bnt let us be gone, now, for fear 
y suspect us of wiahing to mn away, if he eeea 
about the entrance-gate. 
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IIBSIPPCB EIDICUIES THB STOET OP THB PROPHET TEIBESIAE 
A8 yOOSD IN THE POETa AND THBOLOGIËTS, AND, IS PAE- 
TICnUB, HIS UËTAMORPHOSia INIO A WOMAN. 

Menipptts and Teiresias.' 

Menipptu. "WTiether, in fact, yon are blind, Teiresiae, 
l't ia no longer eaay to distingiiish ; for the eyes o£ ait 
of us alike are empty, and only tlieir socketa remain ; and, 
for the rest, yon wonld no longer be ftble to toll whîch waa 
Phinens,' or wLich Lynkeue. That, however, yon were a 
prophet, and that yon are the only one who hn.a ever been 
of both aexes— both a man and a wotnan^I am aware, 
having; heard 80 from the poeta. In heaven'a name, there- 
fore, tell me wLich life did yon find by expérience the 
pleaaanter — when yon were a man, or waa the woman's 
eaperior ? 

Teiredas. The woman's, Menîppna, far away, for it waa 
more free from the careB of life, and the women lord it

Toa are ignorant of every thing that 
coccems me — -how I pnt an end to a certain qnarrel among 
the gods, and how Sera blinded me, in cmiseqnence ; and 
how Zens conaoled me for my misfortane by the gift of 
prophecy.'

I PredeitioatieD und " fixed Fale, odvaDced by SoiiUatua, 
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[ZEOa, gloomy and in tragic distreas, is imploreâ bj 
Hermea and Athena to divalge tbe caTtse of bis melan- 
choly condition ; while Hera, true to her Homeric charaoter, 
confidently attribntes it to another earthly amonr. The 
king of gods and men, thus adjured, annonnces the true 
reaBon of his anxîety — daring assaulte npon the oharacter 
of himself and the reat of the Olympian divinitieB, and, in 
f act, déniai of their Teiy existence, by the akeptica, repre» 
aented by an Epikarean philosopher named Diimis ; and the 
weakness of the arguments of their over-zealoua apologïata, 
the StoicB, represented by a champion named Timoklea : 
which ail-important contâ-oversy he had chanoed to over- 
hear when prCBent, on the day preceding, at a eacrificial 
feast given to the Gods at Athene. 

He proceeds to request the opinions of the three divini- 
tiea upon the best course to be pursaed, in the emergenoy. 
Hera and Hermès propose a Coancil of the Goda ; Atbena, 
a private aettlement of the basineaa. The former opinion 
prevails, and Zens directs Hermès to snmmon the rest of 
the Gods to a gênerai Conncil, which tlio Olympian harald 
proceeds to do in the ortîiodoa Homeric stylo, after some 
reluctance on acconnt of his want of poetic skill, and ia 
face of the discouraging example of Apollo, whose pro- 
phétie utterancM (in verae) had become the object of ao 
much ridicule. Some difficnlfcy arisos, at the ontset, on 
the question of precedenoe, both becanse (the représentative 
statues of the divinitiea being varionBly formed of gold, 
silver, ivory, and bronze) it was a question whether it 
should be decided by the material, or by the excellence of 
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tho workmansbip ; and, also, hy reasoD of the nnmerons 
récent additions to their aug-ast body. Zeua mlea that 
gold maat bave the préférence. By this décision the old- 
establiahed, g^nuine Hellenio divinities ând tliemaelves 
forced to give way to tlie luwi hominee, not without much 
nnd protracted squabbling. In tbe end, by tbe mling of 
tbe président, tbe membera of tbe celestîal Senate bave to 
take their places promiacuously, on tbe priaciple of "tirât 
oome firet eerved." 

Silence baving been secnred, Zeua risea to open the 
délibérations. An nnaccnstomod nervoaanesB and hésita- 
tion threaten to spoil his exordium, and even to min every- 
tbing, by raising suspicion of the aonndnesa of their oanse. 
At length, at the suggestion of Hermès, discarding the 
well-wom Homeric exordiwm, he opens ia the words of a 
famana oration of Demoathenes. He sets forth the canse 
of tbe anmmoning of the Conncil, and reporta tbe circnm- 
atancea whicb led to bis présence at tbe dispute betneen 
tiie Epiknrean and Stoic champions, in tbe Fainted Porcb 
at Âtbeus, and its fortanate interraptioa at a critical 
moment by the pressure of the crowd, with its conséquent 
adjoumment. The Gods, whom ago and standing permit, 
are then invited to deliver theîr several opinions npon the 
coarae of action to be adopted. Momus, the Censor of tbe 
Olympian Court, rises, and, with his usnal candoar, affirms 
tbat the objections and arguments of their avowed enemies 
are not at ail to be wondered at ; and, in fact, himself 
points to the prevalence of injustice and cruelty, tbe 
triumph of the bad, and the oppression and sofferings of 
the good on the Earth. He takes occasion to ridicule the 
Btudied ambignityand obacurity of Apollo and his oriicular 
propheciee, and the miscbîefs ariaiiig from them ; and next 
criticisea the policy whicb admitted ao many atrange and 
outlandiab divisitica to the righta of Olympian GSadship. 

Foaeidon and Apollo nest addreaa tbe Couuoil ; the 
former Toting for violent and sumraaiy meaanrea — nothing 
lesSfinfact, than the destruction ofDamis by athunderbolt; 
in which opinion (later) he is yigorously sapported by 
Heraklea. The latter calla attention to the inferiority, and 
conf used and illogical method, of their apologist, and advisea 
that an as3ociat«.adïocate be aupplied to him, to whom aloca 
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it should be allowed to apeak, Timokles actin^ xaBrèly as hia 
prompter. The opportanity îb not loat by Momoa for sar- 
castic allasion to Apollo's own confnsed prophetîcal style ; 
and, riàicaling the proposition, of an a8aocia.te-adTocate, bo 
calla npon bim opportnnely to give some «c tempore speci- 
mens of hia oracular facnity. Thna nrged, with mncb 
reliictance and difGdonce Apollo compliea, to the great 
entertainment of his ceasor. At this junctiire there arrivea 
in hot haste, freah from the jeaterday's Bcene of verbal 
coDÛict at the Painted Porch, Hermagoras,a atatuary, who, 
liku the Ëphesian town-clerk, may be supposed to hâve 
been a not entirely disintereated weJI-wiaher to the Olym- 
pian Establishment. In iambic veree he announces the 
approa,ching renewaJ of hoatilitiea, in the oracular straîn ao 
dear to Apollo, and ao weLl known to readera of Herodotna, 
of the 'Opyidiç and 'Wirtiç of Ariatophanes, and of Lacian. 

The Celeatiala arrange themaelves in attitudea of eager bt- 
pectancy ; and the verbal dael heiow hegins with a vitnpera- 
tiyeonalanght (inwhichcoDtroversialvirtue Zens recognizea 
their champion'B strength to lie) on the partof Timoklea, and 
a diapate on the qneation npon which of the two reated tha 
oniM probandi, Thia heing settled, at length, by the con- 
cession of Damis in favonr of his opponeut, the combatants 
engage in earnest. As the fortune of the day aeems to 
incline to thia aide or that, the celeatial apectatora expreas, 
choma-like, their hopea or feara — the lafcter, however, very 
greatly preponderating ; Momna not omitting to exercïee 
hia powera of sarcaam. Timoklea, aftor vainly throwing 
oTfirboard his sheet-anchor — in the ahape of a remarkable 
ayllogiam — takea refuge, as hia opponent tanntingly es- 
preaaes it, at the altara. Damis, claïming the victory, now 
retires from the acene, pnrsned by the vitupération and 
even missilea and blows of his enraged antagonist. The 
celestial cliente of Timokles disperse, conaoled fay the re- 
âection of Hermès, that, in apite of ail the argum.ent8 of 
the wicked philosophera, at al! éventa the larger part of 
the world, Greek as well a.a barbarian, will continue to be 
on their aide, and not cease to snpply them with the rich 
uteams of sacrifice. Zens, however, cannot refrain from

The Earth hsB not proÛnced any Gianta again, 
has it P Or hâve the Titans burst their chaina, and over- 
powered theïr goard, and do they once again taie ap arma 



Zeus. Fear not : no danger threatena from below.' 
Hera. What else, pray, coald thera be to alarm ? For I 
don't see, if eomething of the sort does not distress yoa, 
for what reason yoa leave your proper charact«r, and oome 
ont as another Polua or Âristodemas.' 

Ze'M. Timokles the Stoîc, and Damis the Epiknrean, 
Hera, yesterday, from aome diacoarse or other begnn be- 
tween them, were diapating oa the sabject of Providence, 
in the preaence of a very nnnierona and eelect andîence — 
a circnnistanee which especially annoya me ; and Damis 
affirmed that neither hâve the goda any existence, nor do 
they eserciae any supervision at aU over what happens on 
Earth ; while Timoklea, beat of men, endeavonred ail he 
could to maintain onr cause. At thia janctnre, a dense 
mob ani^ing against them, there was no definite concln- 
fiion of the conférence ; for they separated, after agreeing 
to consider the remaining arguments at some futnre time. 
Ând now ail are in a state of saspense in regard to this 
discnaaion, aa to which shall bave the beat of it, ajid be

Hera. Â terrible state of things, this, of a Teritj ; and 
□ob withont reason, Zena, were you acting the tragedian, 
nnder the circamEtancea. 

Zens. And yon imagîned that, in eacb tronble, I bad 
thought of a Danae or Antiope ! — What now, HermeB, and 
Her», and Aphrodite, ahould we do? Do yon ttçether,. 
acoording to yonr several abiUtj, devise aomething. 

Hermès. For my part, I hold you sîiould summon an 
Aasembly, and refer the caneideration of the matter to the 
whole body of the Gode. 

Hera. I am exactly of tLe same way of thinking. 

Athena. I, however, hâve the oonti-arj opinion, father — 
tbat we don't throw heaven into «tter confusion, nor make 
it plain that yon are diaturbed by the occurrence, but 
manage this basincss privately, in snch manner that 
Timoklea ahall hâve the best of it in argument, and 
Damia leave the conférence an object of tborough ridicule. 

Hermès. But since the contest of the philosophers will 
be in public, thèse things will not be nnknown, Zeoa, and 
yon will hâve the réputé of being tyrannical, should you 
not throw open to ail a discussion about matters of somuch 
importance and gênerai interest. 

ZeuÉ. Well, thon, make yonr proclamation at once, and 
let ail of them put in an appearance — for you are right. 

Hermès, {mounting the bema.) HaUoo ! I say, corne 
together, you Qods, to a meeting ; don't loiter, come alJ, in 
abody, come! we shall dtscnss business of great importance. 

Zeus. Is it in this bare, nnomamental, and prosaic style 
you make your proclamation, Hermcs ; and that, too, when 
you are aummoning them on mattera of higheat import ? 

Hennés. Well, bnt how. Zens, do you requïre me to doit? 
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Zeus. How do I require you to do it? I say yon oug^ht 
to impart aolemnity to jour proclamation by eome sort of 
verae, and with poeticai magniloquence, that they may be 
induced to aaaemble witli more aJuurity. 

Hennés. Tea, but Hucb ie the buainess of Tersemakera and 
proteBaional récitera, while I am not the least of a poet. So 
I &h.\û\ completely spoil my proclamation, by atringing 
together verses eifcher with too many or too few feet, and 
shall be tLe object of their ridicule for my want of poetio 
akill. In fact, I cbserre that eren Âpollo himself ia laugbed 
fit for BDme of bis oracnlar responses,* aUhoagh bis obacu- 
rîty * conceals the greater part of hie Hunifors, as his 
hearera bave not too mucb leiaure for ( 
metrical eSneions. 

Zens. Tben, Hermea, mis. np in yonr proclamation, 
cbiefly, veraea from Homer, in the raanner be was wont to 
conveno lia. Of course, yon caJl tbem to mind ? 

Hermcs. Kot 80 very accnrately and readily ; bot, ftU the 
same, I wUl try {wokIi preKvwnccry clearing of the throat): — 
Let none of Gods, whate'er the ses, fail to obey my aummona, 
Nor any River stay behind, eïcept the stream of Océan, 
Nor any Nympb : bat haate ye ail to swell the lofty Connoil 
Of ZeuB, wboe'er at hecatomba illoatrions are feaated, 
Modest bowe'er yonr rank — if mean, or even atark ignoble, 
Come bitber, ail, whoever sit beaide the steaming altara.^

But it'a not bo easy to know — wheu any one of 
them is of gold, indeed, and of many hundredweight,* 
bat not perfect in workmanship, but plainly vnlgar and 
pleheian, and badly proportioned, shall he seat himself 
before the bronze gentlemen of Myron, and of Polykleitus,' 
and of Pheidias, and the marhle ones of Alkamenea P Or 
mnat we consider Art to hâve precedence ? 

Zeus. So it oaght to be ; but, ail the same, préférence 
must be given to Qold.*

Tes, bnt, Eartb-sbaker,^ Lyaippua ' fashioned 
you aa a poor fellow of bronae— for the Korintliiana had 
then no gold, and that is more precioua thaa ail tbe other 
metals put together, You mnat, therefore, submit to be 
thmst agide, and not be angry, if a fellow witb anch a 
toge snont' of gold haa been preferred to yon, 

Aphrodite. In that caae, Hermea, take me, too, and give 
me a seat on the front row ; for / am golden. 

Hermès. Not as far as I can see, Apbrodite : bnt (unless

A^/hrodite. Indeed I hâve a very crédible witness I 
qaote to jon — Homer himeelf, who np and down his poema 
calls me tbe " Golden Aphrodite." 

Hermès. Why, indeed, the eame Homer says tbat Apollo, 
too, ÎB verj golden and rich : ' bnt now jon will eee evea 
him seated aomewhere in the third claaa,' deprived of hia 
crown by thieves, and completely robbed of the 
his citharn, So be satisfied that even yonr place in the 
assembly ta net, in fact, arnong the lowest claases. 

Kolnssus (of Rhodes). With me who wonld venture to 
compete, for I am the very Sun himself, and of 
enormous P* If, to be sare, the Bhodians had not thought 
fit to conatract me of so portentoua and escesaive dimen- 
RÎona, at an eqnal expense they could hâve made for them- 
selvea aixteen Goda of gold. So that, by the nilea of 
proportion, I ahonld be considered of ail the gréait

For 
this for me, at least, îs a hard business to détermine : for 
if I should regard solely the material, ha is bronze ; bnt if 
I should reckon at the cost of how man^ thonaanda he 
bas been fabricated, he would ha far abova the first-clasa 
claimwHls. 

Zmts (aside to Hermès). Why, what muât he, too, needa 
come hère for, to reproach the insigniticance of the reat, 
xjid ta be a nuisance to the company P (To the KoImmib) 
Well, bnt hark you, most excellant Rhodian, e^en if yon 
are to be preferred to the ntmost to yonr golden rinatu, 
how in tha world would you ever occupy the front place, 
unless ail hâve to stand np, that you alone may be accom- 
modated, and occupy the wbole Pnyx ' with one of yonr 
buttocka P So yon will do better to give yonr vote standing 
np, and make yonr bow to the coiincil, 

Hermès. Hère, agaia, is another difficnit thing. They 
are both of them, in point of facfc, bronze, and of the same 
workmanBhip — each of thera the work of Lysippus, and, 
what is moat important, of the same rank aa to birth — 
seeing both are sons of Zens— Dionjans hero and Heraklea. 
Which of them, pray, aball hâve precedence ? For they are 
wrangling, as you observe. 

Zens. We are wasting tïme, Hermès ; whereaa we oaght 
long ago to hâve been at buainess. So now let them tftke 
their Beats higgledy-piggledy, where each has'a raind to ; 
and, at aome future time, a. sitting ehall be given to aettle 
that point, and I shall know then what is tho rank tu 
asaigD to them. 

Hermès. Bnt, Herakles ! what an nproar they make with 
their clamonra for their viilgar and every-iiy wants — 
"dolea! doles ! where îb oarnektar? Tho ambrosia mns 
short. Where are the hecatombs ? The sacrifieial victima 
for the public! ""

It wilt l>e better, therefore, 1 imagine, to make 
eigns, and lit that way to enjoin Bilence. 

Zetix. So do. 

Hermès. Capital : they hâve become dnmber than the 
philoBOpliers tliemaelvea. So it ia high time for jon to 
harangue them. Ton obserre thej baye been long re- 
garding yon fiiedly, expecting what yoa will eaj. 

Zens (aside to Hermès). Tes, bat what ray feelîngs are, 
Hermès, I will not ahrink from imparting to you, as yon. 
are my son. Ton are aware how bold and magriloqnent 
I alwaya was in our pnblic Aaaemblies. 

Hermès. lam.andlased todreadhearingyonrharangnes 
moat especially when yon woald threaten to dmg up from 
their fonndations the eartb, and sea, and the Goda and ail, 
bj aimply letting down that golden chain of yoars.' 

Zey£. However, now, my son, I don't fcnow whether ît 
is from the magnitude of tle présent preasing dangers, oi 
ii'om the nnmber of the Company — for our Parli&ment u 
orowded by the Gods to an eicess, aa you aeo — bnt I an 
utterly coijnsed in mind, and am ail of a tremble, and mj 
tongne seems tied. Bot, what ia atrangest of ail, I hâve 
clean forgotten the eroTdium to my speech, whicb I had 
prepared for myaelf, ao that it might bave aa speciona a 
beginning as possible.

Thia 
being the case, theii, it is proper you shonld liaten to me 
with a!I attention. Tbc présent crisia, Goda, indeed, ail

' lijv IloiinXijis sub. griînv, One of the nnmerona lounging Halls in 
Athens, eo ealled from being decaratrà by freacces by ilie painter 
]'oljËnntuB, repiesenting scènes in the battle of Marathon. 
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Dimia, making fan of liim Bardonically, atîll furthei 
provoked his antagonUt, Their whole argument, for- 
Booth, was aboat us. Why, that accursed Damia waa 
ntRrming tkat oeither do we exercise any providence over 
men, nor Hnperintend their actions ; maintaining nothing 
else tlian onr entire non-eiistence, for that plainlj was what 
bisargumentamount-ed to. There were some who applanded 
him. Bot tlie other, Timoklea, took onr part, and 
fonght for na veliemently,' and feli into a passion, and 
atruggled for ne in every possible way, g-lorifying onr pro- 
vidence, and recoQntiag with what beautifal order and 
Buitable arrangement we plan and dispose ench particular 
part. He, also, had aome hackers, but, îndeed, he had 
aiready tired himself ont, and waj apeakîng badly, and tbe 
majority were beginning ta fis their attentLoD entirely ou 
Damia. I.perceiving ail that wae imperilîed, ordered Night 
toenvelop them and break np the meeting. Thereupon they 
went oEE, after agreeing to discuBS the Bubject fuUy on the 
neit day ; and I, joining the crowda, iistened to their praisea 
of Damis's arguments, while they were on their way to their 
homes, and aiready choosiûg hiB aide in far the larger 
numbers : there were Borne, however, who thonght it fair not 
to condemn beforehand the opposite argumenta, but to wait 
tu ses if Titnokles ahall aay any thing to the point to-morrow. 
Thèse are the reasons for whicb I called yon together ; no 
trifling ones, Gods, if you ahatl conaider how onr whole 
honoQF, and glory, and revenue conaïst in men. If they 
ahouldbe persaaded either that wedon't existât ail, or that, 
esisting, we yet are altogether regardiess of them and ail 
their concerna; as far as regarda the Earth, we shall be de- 
prived o£ victime, dignity, or hononr, and we ehall ait idly in 
Heaven,' attacked by famine, aa we shall be deprived of the 
beneiiti of those feasta of theira, and their holy-daye, and 
public-gamea, and sacrifices, and vigils," and eolemn proces- 
sions. Wherefore, in view of mattere of such importance, I 
say thatwe onght ail to devise some means of safcty, in onr 
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présent ci rcnm stances, and by what meana Timokles shall 
coaquer, and be l'epnted to hâve more truth on hïs eiile, and 
Damis be derided by the audience: for I, formypart, bave 
not excesHÏve confidence in this Timokles, that be will 
conquer by himself, if be do not receive Home help from us. 
Do, then, yonr herald's dnty, Hermès, and make your pro- 
ulaination according to tbe légal forms, that they may ail 
stand np and record tbeir votée. 

/fermes («teufs). Attention! Silence! Order! Which 
of the full'grown Gods,' who are privileged, wiahes to 
Bpeak ? — How'b thia 1 No one get np ! Ah ! yon are 
tongoe-tied and dunibrounded at the bigoosa of the 
message, are jon ? 

Miitins. " May ail of jon, I pray, be tnmod atraightway 
to earth and water." ' Now, I, if I be allowed, at leaat, to 
speak with perfect freedom, should bave a good deal to Bay, 

Zeus. Speak, Momns, mitii ail boldness ; for yon i 
plainly going to unburden joar miud freely for the pnblio* 
good. 

Momua. Hear then, ail jou Gods, what comea from tho 
heart, as they e&j. Why, I hâve been quite especting o 
affaira to corne to tbis pitch of porplexity, a-nd that many 
sophieticat fellotva of this BOrt would aprout up againat its, 
who would get from onrselves the sonrce of their daring. 
And, by Themis, we bave right to be angry neither with 
Epikums, nor wîth hia associâtes and propagators of bis 
argnments, if they hâve supposed anch kind of thinga about

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And bere, Zeus — for we are ail by ouraolves, and no 
liDinan créature ia présent in this Aaserably, eicept 
Seraklea, and Dionyana, aod Ganyraedes, and Askiepina,' 
those illegally enregistered Oods there — answer me truly, 
if yoii hâve ever had ao much care for haman affaira as 
to who of them are bad, or who 
anot aay you hâve. If, in fact, 
L Tra?zene to Atbens, as a sort of 
d not exterminated tboae rasiuilB, 
1 yoa flnd your providence notbing 
woald bave prevented Skeiron, and Fityokamptes, and 
Kerkyon,' and the rest from being now alive and revellîng 
in tbe murdera of travellers. Or, nnleas Enrystheus, a 
man of old-fashioned morality and of aome forethongbt, 
ont of pure philautbropy had inveatigated the condition of 
every people, and despatcbed bis domestic bere \_p(dnting to 
Serakles], an active fellow, and eager for adventnres and 
toilB, little yoa wonld liave cared, Zeus, abont tbe Hydra, 
and tbe Stympbalian bîrda, and the Thraciitn borses, and 
tbe wanton and drunken insolence of the Eentaars. Sa,j, if 
tbe truth must be told, we ait bere looking ont only for 
tbis — wbether tbere is anyone sacrificing and raising the 
fat fiteam of bnrnt oSeringa at the altara, while eveiything 
else is borne down tbe stream of foie, awept along ae tbe 
chance of each directs. Accordingly, we now euffer what 
might hâve been expected, and we sball snffer still, when 
men, little by little rising np from tbeir proatrate condition, 
shall find that tbey get no profit by their sacrifices to na 
and religions processions. So, I suppose, in a short time, 
yon will see tbe Epikumses, and Metrodoruaes,' and

Now, I, for my part, live laoBtly, as you know, 
nnder water, and do my baaineBs ' at the bottom of the aea, 
as far as in me lies and, according to tbe best of my abïlity, 
pTotectiug voyagera, and ei^corting ahlps, and mitigating' 
the Tiolence of the winda. Ail the Batne, however (for I 
take an interest, too, in yoar aSaire hère), I affirm tbat we 
Dught to pat thia Damia ont of the way, before they come

Get away — a very fiahy idea,* indeed, Poséidon, 
and qnite too clnmsy, to tniirder one'e adversiiry beforehand, 
that he may die tinvanquiBlied, and leave the controversy a 
drawn game, and nndetermined ! 

Poséidon (peeviskly). Then devise something better, yoa 
others, since yon throw my Buggsstious în thia way to the 



Apollo. If it had been permitted by law to na, who are still 
yonng and unprovided with a beard, to addresa the Honse, 
perhapB I mïght hâve contributed somothing nsefai ta tbe 
diacnsaion.

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SQcIi importnDce, that leave to spe&k is not regnlated by 
âge, but ia thrown open to al! : for ft prettything it 
be if, wliile we were in extremeflt péril, we ahould split 
BtrawB aboat légal qualiScatton. Aad, besidea, yon hare 
this long wkile been quite legally capable of speating ; for 
you hâve long ago eaierged from the stat« of minorship, 
aud bave been inacribed on tbe register of the Twelve,' and 
are not sa far frooi baving been a member of the Cotincil 
in the time of Kronoa bituBelf. So don't affect yoathfnl 
modesty with as, but speak boldly now yonr opinions, with- 
out bashfnlnesa for having to harangue the Hoose withont 
a beard ; and that, especially, when you hâve a son, Âskle- 
piuB, with Eo thick and fine-grown a one. Beaides, it 
were anrely fltting for you moat particularly to ahow off 
yonr wifidom on the présent occasion, unless you sit on 
Eelikon, philoBopbizing with the Mnses, to no purpoae. 

Apolh. But it's not for yott, Momua, to give snch per- 
mission, hiit for Zeua; and ahonld he bid me, I might, 
perhapa, say something not altogether nnworthy of the 
Mnses, but befitting our méditative studies on Helikon. 

Zetu. Speak, my child, for I give fuU permission. 

ApoUo. This Timokles is, indeed, a good and pioua man, 
and he has thoronghiy acqnircd the metbodâ of argument 
of the StoicB ; ao that he aBsociatea, in fact, with maay of 
the youth for the purpose of teaching them philoaophy, and 
he pockets no small pay upon this account ; for he is 
eiceedingly persuasive whenever he disputes in private 
with his pnpils ; but in a crowd he is very timid in 
speaking, and is vnlgar and provincial' in langnage, ao as 
to încur ridicule in his controveraies on that acconnt, from 
not cocnecting bis aentences, but stammering and getting 
confused; particularly whea, thoughsuch is his peculiarity, 
he wishea to show off his grâces of oratory. For, in mère 
intelligence, indeed, he is acute and subtie to an excess, as 
say tbose who besfc know the learning of the Stoica : but, 
in speaking and expounding. Le spoils and confuses it by 
this weakness, aa he doos not esplain hia meaniug clearjy,

to pay great attention to thia point eapeciaîly — tbat one's 
hearere sball undt^rstand one. 

Momus. You are perfectly right in tbia, Apollo, in com- 
mending those wbo apeak clearly, even tbongh you do not 
yottraelf altogetber practise it in yonr oracles ; for you are 
ambignous and enïgmatical, and safely marshal tbem, for 
the most part, in a neutral position between botb camps,' so 
tbnt tbe bearers want anotber Pjthian Apollo to interpret 
them. Bnt wbat do yoa adviae next ? wbat remedy to 
apply to the feebleneps of Timoklea in argument? 

Apollo. ToBnpply,Momaa,if byany means wecan,another 
as bis moutb-piece," one of tboae élever fellowa, to speak 
Buitably wbat tbe other may tbink out and suggest. 

Momiis. Tbe remark, tbat, of a beardleas yontb witb a ven- 
geance, and who Btill needa bis tator — tbat bis montb-piece 
sbould take bia atand by hts side, in a conférence of philo- 
sophera, to set as interpréter of the sentiraenta of Timoklea 
to tbe audience ; aud tbat Damis ahould apeak in bis owu 
peraon, and by bis own mouth, while the otber bave the 
aid of a public interpréter to privately wbîaper in bia ear, 
and prompt him to speak bis own Rentimenta ! And au in- 
terpréter is to act tbe orator, who probably even does not 
understand bimaelf wbat he heais ! How can thèse thingB 
not be a source of ridioule for tbe multitude ? Nay, let 
us conaider tbis mattor in a différent faabion. And you, 
excellent Sir — for you profess, in îact, to be a propbet, and 
bave prooured no amall quantity of profit for sach work, bo 
far even as before uow to bave received gold bricks ' — why 
did not you seasonably eibibit to ua your art, by predicting 
which of tbe philosophera will corne ofE conqueror in tbe

Momue (^laughing). There! though you are caoght in a 
corner, you are for escapîug conviction,' 

ZeuB. AU tbe same, mychild, speak, and don't afFord tbis 
calumniator hère a haiidle for calninniating and mocking 
at yonr art, as though it depended npon a tripod, and 
water, and incense ; as though, if you hâve not thess 
appliaocea, you woald be deprived of tke power of exercUiiig 
your art. 

Apollo. It were better, father, to perform snch functiona 
at Delphi or Kolophon,' with kU my usefnl toole at hand, as is 
my vont. AU the same, even thoDgh thus destttute of those 
things, and unequipped, I wîjl doiny eadeavour to prophesy 
to which of the two the victory wiU belong. But wiU you 
bear with me, if I ehould not apeak in regular mctre ? 

Mcnniiê. Speak, but ddIj cleariy, Apollo, and not wtrses 
that thernselvea need a month-piece or interpréter; for, 
indeed, there wîll be oo lamb'sflesih and tortoise boiling jast 
now in Lydia.' But you are aware what our délibération is 
about. 

Zeua[to Apollo,inwliom the signsoflke prophétie offjitia are 
vUibh). What in the world are yon goirg to eay, my chîld P 
For the prelndes to youv oracular deliverances — they are, as 
it is, aiready alarming enongh. Tonr complexton bas com- 
pletely changea colour, and yonr eyes roU in your head,

one you will see aet to baie ont the bilg;e-water. So, too, 
among the paBaengerB, yon wUl lee Bome worthlesB fellow 
aeated by the aide of the captain, in the moat commanding 
place, and being tnade ninch of ; and another, some tm- 
natoral wretch, or parricide, or swindler, hononred above 
ail the rest, and occnpying the higheat posta ïn the yessel ;

[Cyniatns, a Cynîo philosopher (ashianame importa), en- 
cotirftged by Zeus to ask a fayour, protesta that hia request

" The inconsietencies of tbe Pagnn ligttr.nes of a Fste, of tbe Provi- 
dence >if their Gixis, anrl of tbe System of Eewariis and Punishments 
after deatb, appears in ît in a ligbl, by whose brilliance Jupiter liimself 
is quite dazed snd reduvod to ailence ; or, what is still more butniliuting, 
ta DO misérable a sbift, that Cyniicua bimself, al last. out of mcre pïty, 
and vantent with having deprived him, after complète overtbruw in open 
(toM, af hia power, hia dignity, and bis kingdom, aod leading him in 
triumph mortally wonndèd, présents him with bis lifé for set long as in 
tbe course of Nature it migbl be eupecLed lu Ust. Tbe questions wliîcli 
he tays before Jupiter bad, in fact, been slready debated in tbe JupUtr 
in Tfagedi/, belweeD Damia and TiniokUs, not to the advantage ot the 
parly af the Gods. But Lucîan, aa it aeems, held it to bo necessary to 
neliver a !ast décisive asaault, Jupiter bad to be driren out altogetber 
from bis last lurking-holea, and to be oanvicted of bis wicked deeds an 
eompletely, that tbemoat shameleis sycopbant must blusb any longer 
to nndertake bis defence. Thia it îs, that Ludan, as iC seems io me, in 
tbia little Dialogue, in sa masterly a way, end with so mui:li Ëneneas of 
louch, managea (o nffect, that I hnow no moro complète example nf the 
Intnsfomiiition of tbe antipodes of raaaoTi (as Homer expreaaes it) ' ïtito 
earth and water.' " 
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goiug to pétition for wealth or power, but HÎmply for en- 
lightenment on certain perplexing points of tbeology and 
itietaphysics. He begine 'with a requeet to be informed as 
to tbe trntb of tbe sbttementa of Eomer and Hesiod 
reepecting tbe Fates, and their absolut^ control over hnman 
iife. Zeus assures him of their omnipotence. The apparent 
contradiction B of tbe Hellenic Scriptares are easilj ex- 
plained bj tbe circumstauce tbat their inspiration had not 
been constant : that, when tbose tbeologian-poets spoke of 
ibeir own free motion, tbey were, Ute ordinary mortala, 
liable to error ; but everj'thing uttered by tbem under 
direct inspiration of tbe divinities is entirely to be receiTed. 
Cyniakns then inquires wbether Zens himself acknow- 
ledges Bubjection to the Fates, to Chance or Fortune (also 
ihe object of tbe popular Creed) ; and, upon the assent of 
the " Ëing of Goda and men," he proceeds to quote tbe 
well-known passage in the Hiad on the " Golden 
Chain," and, sarcastically, remarks tbattbo Fatea themselves 
niore justly might boast of suapending him, in mid-air. 
Uecoming more and mora uneasy at eyery new question, 
Zeus professes bimself ta be at a loss to divine at what bis 
jnterlocutor is driving. !Nor is his alarm withont aome 
reason, since the Cynic next inqnires the purpose of the 
liecatombs of slaughtered victims for the altera, and of ail 
tbe costly sacrifices ? Instead of direct reply, Zeue takee 
occasion todenounce the phtlosophere and sophiste, and their 
well-known impîety. Preased on the question of ntility, 
be défends the sacriGcial System npon the prétest of ita 
beiug an outward and visible aîgn of respect and honour 
on the part of men for wLat is greater and nobler than 
themselTes. To which the Cynic retorts that one of thèse 
wicked philosophera might be dîsposed to ask in what con- 
sists the Buperiority of the Gods, seeing that tbey are anb- 
j'ect and snbordinate to Fate : for the accident of " immor- 
tality," ao far from being an advantage, retains them in 
everlasting servitude, Nor, if the Hellenic theology was 
to be belieyed, could it be said that ail divinities are in 
eiijnymentof so rauch happiness— a position which Gyniakas 
illustrâtes by sorae conspicnous examples. Zena now resorta 
to indirect menaces, and angrily hintsatsomesnpematnral 
punishracnt of the aadacious sceptic ; but the philo-

Driven to bay, the cbarapion of the orthodos Olympian 
theology reprobatea the philosopher as one of those who 
are for deatrojing ail idea of a divine proyidence ; Cyniskus 
inquires who or what ia Providence, and how esercised, and 
ia told that he is becoming grossly impertinent ; but he 
extracts tho reluctant admission that the Goda, after ail, 
are nothing but tbe Bgenta and mlniaters of Deatiny. Zens, 
howeyer, attempts to reacue himself and hia colleaguea from 
the conséquent position of ntter auperfluonenesa aad con- 
tempt by claiming crédit for oracles and prophecies. The 
Cynîc retorta, of what use are warniDgsagaiiiat the tnei;t(a6fa 
— to say nothing of the ambiguoua and misleading cha- 
racter of thèse divine oracles. Zeua mates some feebla 
attempt at an apology, and then, not obscurely, threatena 
the dernier ressort of the most forcïble of his arguments — the 
thunderbolt. Cyniskus tauntingly remarka that wh<vt is 
fat«d ia fated — and he is quite prepared to receiye the in- 
évitable. He wishes to know how it happens that sach 
men as Ariateides, Sokrates, Phokion, sufl'ered, while the 
tyranta of the world, for the nioat part, hâve been allowed 
to flourish. Thnt ia eaaily anawered, rejoins the kinp 
of Goda, for are not men toreceiTe their déserta in a future 
life P Hia unrelenting torraentor retorta once more that, 
for hÎH part, he would rather escape certain miacry and 
auffering in this life than hâve the offer of not altogether 
certain happineaa in another state of existence, But, con- 
tinuée the Cynic, if Fate or Prédestination, ordain and 
control everythiug, how, in fine, can there be any logical 
place for a Minoa to diatribute rewards and pnniahmenta ï 



atigmatizing hia aatirical examiner as impudent and aaphia- 
ticij, abruptly leaves hitn. As a parting ahot, the 
Cynic bawling after him deairea to leam, particularly, 
jWaere, after aJl, tbeae Fates are to be fouad. — ot Vvn &<^ 
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niEiDagetotransEict enenormoQsan amoantoFbDsiaesa, with 
their extremelj limited namber, and yentnres to thïnk that 
they theniBelveB must bave been bom nnder a not too 
propitiona deatîny. Ab for bimaeif, he profeasea himseli 
qnite satisfied with the information he has eitracted from 
tbe higbest antbority, and contents himaelt with tbe reflec- 
tion, that, aa for the points upon wbich he had failed to 
reœive information, it wos, apparently, not in " the fates " 
that he shoald be cnlightensd.J

is one thing, and that a very easy thing to grant, I did 
wiah to obtain from yoa. 

Zeus. What ÎB that. Cyniskus P For you shall not fait 
to get it, especially since, as you say, ît ia a modest favonr 
y on aak. 

Cyniskw. Jnst give me an anawer în regard to a certain 
not difficult qneation. 

Zeus. Tour pétition, of a tmth, is a small matter and 
Roon settled r so ask wbatever yoa bave a mind to aak. 

Cyniskus. Hère it ie then, Zeus. Yon read, doubtless, 
you as well aa the refit, the poema of Homer and Heaîod. 
Tell me, pray, are those things true which thèse poeta bave 
Bo magnificently declaimed about Destiny and tbe Fatea — 
that whatever lot they spin ont for each mortal, at his 
birth, ia not poasible to be avoided ? ' 

Zewi. Indeed, ail that ia quite true : for there ia DOthing

" Lest to the honse of Aides, deapite of Fate, ho »Bnd thee,"' 
and tliat eort of thing, we mnst &aj, I suppose, that he is 
then talkîng nonsense f 

Zem. Certainly. Tor nothing coald happen so, indo- 
peadently o£ the law of the Pâtes — nothing beyond the 
Btretch of their thread. But, as for the poets, whatever 
they sing nnder the constraining inspiration of the Mases, 
that is trath : when, however, tbe Groddeases désert them, 
and they poetize of themselvea, on such occasions, I say, 
they are Ûable indeed to error, and ai'e apt to contradict 
their former assertions. And they may he pardoned, if, as 
they are but men, they don't kaow the trnth, after it haa 
left them, which, so loug ae it was présent, poured forth its 
Etrains throngh them, 

Cyniskus. Well, we will say bo then. But further 
answer me this, too. Are there not three Fatea — Klotho, 
La«hesia, and Atropos ? 

Zeut. Of conrae. 

Oynùkus. Destiny,' then, and Chance — for they, too, ara

Zem. It is not pormissible for yon to know everything, 
CynifilcTis.

Cyniskus. I tcill tell ynu, \i yon will tell me first, Zens, 
this too — do they govem yon, as well ; and is it, really, a 
matter of necessity for you to hang easpended by tlteir 
thread ? 

Zene. It is raatter of necessity, CyniskaB, But wby 
did yon smile, pray P ' 

Cynùkue. 1 caDed to mind those verses of Homer, in 
which you hâve been represented by him as declaiming in 
the popnlar Asaerably of the Gods, when you threateiied

gether, if they chose, might han^ by it and use ail their 
force to pnll it down, but tbat tbey certainly would not 
drag the chain down, wVereaa yon yonreelf, whenever you 
wishcd, eaaily 
I "ÂloftoonJd draw Lhe Earth ilseir, and Si e, and atl wilhin them."' 

On those occasioiia, I confesa, you appeared to me to hn 
admirable in your etrength, and I used to sbndderwitb 
terror whîle I liatened to those versea ; whereaa now I see 
that ail this time yon bave been yonrself anapended 
with your chain and ail yoiir threate, by a slight tbread, 
aB you admit. Klotho, it aeems to me, accordtng to 
this, might boaat wîth far more justness, as it is she 
nho drags up and hanga you in mid air by ber spindie, 
for ail the world as fisbermen do their little fîeh from their 
rod and line. 

Zeas (indignantly). I don't know what theae same ques- 
tions of youra niean. 

Cyniskii^. Tbia, Zena — nnd, by the Fates and by Destiny, 
do not bear me witb barsb or angry feeling, if I epeak the 
t.ratb with freedom. Wby, îf tibia ie 80, and the Fates 
mie ail tbinga, and nothing of what baa once been decreed 
by them can be altered by anyone, witb what pnrpose do we 
menofferaaorificea and preeentwholebecatombsto yon," witb 
prayera for good tbinga from yon. For I don't eee what 
advantnge we coald get from this pièce of attention, if 
neither it is possible for na to find, tbrongb vowa and prayera, 
means oE averting evila, nor to obtain any bea ven-given good.

among yon, nor, in fine, hâve any ]>ower at ail in respect 
to earthly affaira. However, they sball hâve no reaeon to be 
pleased by their pnrKnance of such inquiries. 

Cynishis (caJ.mtij). No, by the spindle of Klotho, I déclare, 
ZeuR, it waa not from being inSaenced by those people tfaat I 
put thèse questions to you ; but eur line of discussion itself , 
I don't know how, has gone on till it ended in this — that 
sacrifices ai% supererogatory and superânous. But again, if 
you please, I wiJl put the question to jou briefly, and do 
not shrink from answering me, and be êo hïnd as to give 
a more candid reply Ikaii is yowr vjont. 

Zsus. Ask away, if yoa hâve leisnre to talk such triflîng 
noneense. 

Gyniskm. Toa affirm that everythirg ie done by the 

Zeus. Wel!, I do. 

Cynùhis. Eut that it is in your power to alter theîr 
decrees, and to spin them back ? 

Zeus. Net at ail. 

Oynislius. Would you bave me, then, lead up to the 
necessary conséquence, or is it plain enough wîthout my 
mentioning it ? 

Zev^. Oh, quite plaîn. But those who sacrifice, do so, 
not on acoount of any need for if~to make a retum, and, 
as it were, to purchase good things from us ; but, in a 
particular manner, ont of hononr for what is superior to 
themselve»'

' Jacobiti, deparling from Ihe authority of the Codicea, reada ctAXd 
for ^, by which iha meaning of the reply of Zeus is corsirferably 
Hltared. According tn the generally received texc, we rend. " but ihose 
who Bacrifice ia so, not by reason of any nead of ours, but to moite a 
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Cynùhui (triufnphanihj'). That'e snfficient — since even 
yoa allow that the BBCrifices are of no eartlily nse, Imt are 
offered eimply by way of friendly feelicg on the part of inen, 
who honour the snperior power. Tet if auy one of those 
BophîetB yoti speak of were présent, Le wonld iisk yoii irky 
ycin affirm the Goda to be superior, and that, aeeing they 
are fellow- slaves witb nien, and under aubjection to tbe 
Bame mistresBes — the Fates. For the plea of immortality 
will not avftil thera, bo as, oa that acconnt, to gain the ré- 
putation of superiority : hecaase that accident, in fact, 
makes it far worse for them, seeing that death wonld hâve 
removed them to a state of freodom ; whiJe, as it is, yonr 
basineBS enda only with infinity, and your slavery, wonnd 
op with that long-reaching' thread, is cverlaEting'. 

Zeut. But, Cyniskiis, that eternity and that infinity of 
ours is a hlessed one for ns, and we livc in the enjoyment 
of ail good things. 

Cyniskua. Not ail of yon, Zens. On the contrary, evea 
araong yon your concerna hâve been Tarioualy portioned 
oiit, aad considérable confusion existe in your niidst. You, 
indeed, are fortnnate, for you are kîng, and can hoist up 
Earth and Sea by jnst letting down a hncket-rope, as it 
were. But UephEestua now, he is lame, and a sort of 
mechanic and hliicksniith by ti-ade ; as for Promeiheus, he 
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was once npon a 

father, what shall I a^iy of hiin, whc 
cbains in Tartarus ? They do say tbat yon Oods even 
play the gallant, andget wounded in hattle, and BometimeB 
Work with men as slaves, aa certainly did your own brother 
with Laomedon, and Apollo with Admetns. Thèse circuni- 
stances don't seem to me to be very happy ones ; on the 
contrary, some iiidividaala among yoQ appear to be for- 
tnnate and lacky, and othera tbe oppoaîte. I omit, in fact, 
to mention that yon are apt to fall among thieves,' jnst 
BB we are, get robbed by plnnderers of your temples, and

And many before now hâve been 
melted down, for ail their being of gold or ailver; to whom, 
I présume, that fate ]md l>eeQ destioed. 

Zens {frowning). There ! Thèse, now, are mère wanton 
inanlta of yonre, CyniHknB. Indeed, yon will repent oî 
them Bome tîme or other. 

Çyuishus. Spare your threata, Zens, as yon know that I 
Hhall Boffer nothing, wbich haa not been determioed by 
Fate before you had anything to do with it : aince I notice 
that not even the robbera of yonr temples themaelvea are 
ail pnniahed ; on the contrary, the majority of them get 
away from you acot-free. In fact, I suppose it had not 
been fated for tliem to be caught. 

Zeus. Did I not aay tliat you are, without donbt, one of 
those fellowB who are for doing away with providence by 
your atyle of a:^ment? 

Oynishits. Tou are terribly afraid of them, Zeus, I don't 
know why. Everythitig, în fact, I say, whatever it may 
be, you suspect to be their teaching. But I — from whom. 
else ahonld I leam the tmth ratker than from you ? — I 
Khould be glad to ask you thia, too, who ia thia " Provi- 
dence " ' of yonra ; is it eome Fate, or a divinity even abore 
her,' as it were, ruling over the Oods themaelïes ? 

Zevt. I told yoTt aiready before that it ia not lawfnl or 
proper for you to know everythiug-. And yon, althongh at 
the beginning you aaid you woiild aak a certain aingle 
qneation, don't stop a moment, putting a nninber of hair- 
splitting anhtletiea to me ; and I see it ia the chief aim of 
your diBconrse, to prove we exercise no providential care 
over human concerna in anything. 

Cyniskus. That ia not my afiair: bnt yon affirmed, alittle 
before, that they are the Fatee that accompliah everything ; 
nnleas, perchance, you repent of making those concesaiona,

Zeus. By no means ; on the contrary, it is Fato that 
brings each thîng to pasa throngh our agent-y, 

Gynishue. I nnderstand. You eay you are a kind of 
agents and ministera of the Patee. Bat, however, evea ao, 
it wonld be they who exercise providence, while yoa are, 
-M it were, a aort of tools and instruments of theirs. 

Zeits. How ? 

Gynistius. How ? Why, jnat as, I suppose, the carpenter'a 
axe and auger work together, in aomo sort, for the créa- 
tion o/the worfc; but no one would say that they are the 
workman himself, nor the ahip the work of the axe or the 
auger, bnt of the ahipwright. Analogously, then, Deatiny 
if" she who acts as the shipwright in regiird to each parti- 
ciilar, while you are, I présume, the axes and nngers of 
the Fates : and, as it seems, men onght to oSer their sncri- 
ficea to Destiny, and lîemand thcir good thinga from her ; 
whereaa they approach you, hononring you with their 
processions and sacrifices. And yet they would not do it 
reasonably, even in honour of Deatiny. For I don't 
suppose it to be possible even for the Fatea themselvea to 
change or upset anything of what haa been originaily de- 
oreed reapectingeacbseveral event. At ail erents, Atropos ' 
wonld not tolerate it, if anjone were to tnrn back the 
spindie, and undo the work of KIotho. 

Zeitg. And do yen, Cyniakna, now reqnire that not even 
the Fates be held in honour by menF Well, you seem to 
bave for your object to throw everjthing into confusion. 
We, however, if for nothing else, shoald be juatly honoured, 
at least, for our giving out oracles and predicting every 
particular tbing wbich bas been determined by the Fates. 

Cymskus. Upon a survey of the wbole matter, it ia use- 
less. Zens, for tbose to whom it is altogetber impossible to 
guard thernselves against them, to foreknow éventa that are 
to take place ; nnleas you say tbis — that one who bas 
learned beforehand that be will bave to die by an iron 
epear-heod, might be able to escape death by abuttingbim- 
self np. But that is impossible : for Fate will dra^ bim

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oat to BBt him hEiDtiiig, and will deliver bim np to &e 
epear; and an AdritstuG will hurl bis javelin against tbe 
wild boar, cind will mtaa kûn, but will slaj tbe son of 
Krœsn§ ; jnet es tbongb tbe javelin bad bcen carried 
against the yontb by irrésistible command of tbe Fates. 
The sajing of Laïus is, indeed, ridicalouB, wbicfa says : — 

Sure death jou'll m 

For an exbortatory waraiug against events tbat will cer- 
t:iinly so bappen îb, I imagine, snperflnona. So, in fact, 
Mfter the oracle, be did " aow," and " the progeny " slew 
bim. Therefore, I don't see npon what pretence you demand 
pay for yonr oracular art. Wby, I omit to mention tbat 
yon Gode are accustomed to return to tbe majorîtr^ of 
jjour dienU oracular responses of daable and ambignoas 
meaning, and don't make it over clear, wbetber the one 
vho crosses tbe Halys will destroy bis own kingdom, or 
tbat of CyruH : ' for the oracle might be made to meaa 
botb. 

Zeus, ApoUo, Cyniskns, bad some cause for anger agaiast 
Krœaua, inasmnch as te tempted him by boiling lamh'a 
fleah and a tortoiKe togetber.' 

Gynishus. AsaGod.heoug'lit not even to bave been angry : 
bat, bowever, it had been fated, I présume, for the Lydian 
tbat he shonld be deceived by the oracle; and, besidea, 
Destiny apiua for him, that he should not understand too 
clearly what waa in store for him. So even your oracular 
art is her work. 

Zima. And do yon leave nothing for us, but are we Goda 
withont any pnrpoae, and do we Dot import any sort of 
providence into hmiian affairs, and are we, like a lot of axes 
and augers, in actual fact, unwortby of sacrifices P Indeed, 
I tbink yon qnite reasonably bave a suprême oontempt for

Shoot away, Zeus, if it haa been fated for me 
tobestruckby athanderboit ; andl wîll not blâme jouatail 
for the Btroke, bat Klotho, who Trounda me by yoar agenoj : 
tov I would not afflmi eren that the thnndcrbolt was the 
cause of the woniid. However, 1 will ask this of yon^ 
yourself and Deatiny — and do yoa answer me, also, on her 
behalf ; for you reminded me by yonr throat : Why ever 
in the worid do you leave alone robbers of your temples 
aad pirates, and euch a uumbar of insolent wrong-doers, 
and Bien of outrage and violence, and perjarers, and fre- 
quently caet your boit against eome poor oak, or rock, or 
mast of a ship that haa done yon no hairn ; and, at times, 
against some good and juat traveller?' Why are you 
silent. Zens ? Or is it not lawfu! and right for me to 
know even thna mnch ? 

Zetts. Why, no, Cyniakua; and you are a meddlesome 
sort of fellow, and I don't know where yon oome from with 
thèse jnmbled-np argitmenh. 

Cynishis. Then may I not even aak you thia — yon, I 
mean, and Providence and Deatiny — why ever did Phokion, 
that good man, die in snch poverty and waut of the actnai 
neeessarieH of life,' and Aristeidea before him ; while Ral- 
lias ftud Alkibiadea, youths unbridlad in their licentious-

And, again, BokrateB, 
why was he handed over to the Eleven, while MeletoB wa« 
not Bo ? ' and Sardanapalua, why had he kmglj- power, 
with hia debanched cbaracte:r, and why were aach a nnmber 
of ^ad and honourable Persiana Jmpaled or cracified bj 
bim, becanae thej were not content with his proceeding'a ? 
Not to mention to yoa thîngs of the présent time, or fnrther 
partioiilarize — the wicked and the avaricioua happy and 
fortonate, the good driven and carried off into captivitj,

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oî a caution from Zens to except certain privileged per- 
Binages from hie inâictment) to insinuate tliat the case of 
tbe " king' of Goda and men " bimself is not nnoboosioDS 
to Bevere critîcism — in partîcalar, in regard to certain 
eventB in the iBland of Krete, tbe Bcene of bia éducation 
and (alleged) decease ; and bis notoriona amonrs witb 
certain tcrreetrial miatreBees, wbicb were at once bazardons 
and ridiculona. He doea not omît to descant tipon a 
nnmber of other notoriona acandala cansed hy tbe too free 
conduct of otber deitiea of either eex, in imitation of tbeir 
Father and sovereign ]ord. At tbe urgent interposition 
of Zens, pasaing over the Gtanymede scandai, he nezt 
attacka tbe Oriental, and eapecially Eg-yptian, interlopere; 
and, again called to order, pasaea on to tbe various aractilof 
divinitiea, and tbeir portentonBlj-încreasing number — in- 
stancing certain well-known athlètes, wbo bad receiïed 
tbe bonoura of diîinity and immortality. One of tbe 
résulta of tbia extension of tbe celestial franchise, accord- 
ing to tbe Ceneor, is tbe increaae of perjnry.

But, iuas- 
mac.h as a Convention bas been Bummoned to deliberate 
about tbese matters, let each one say openly wbat be 
thinks, and prodace hie cbairges. And you, Hermès, make 
yonr proclamation according to the légal reqnirements. 

Sermes. Oyez ! Silence ! What Grod, of full âge and 
qualification, who haa the rigbt, désires to haïungue V

strangera. 

Momus. I do — Momns — if you woald givo me leave to 
speak, Zens,

Now I daim, 
Zeoa, from yon the privilège of free spceeli, for otfaervrise 
I conld not venture uptm it — but ail know me, how 
free 1 am of ton^e, and that I coald not be sllent in regard 
to »ny dishonourable action : for I examine everything 
critically, and déclare my opinions openly, neîtber fearing 
anybody nor disguiBing my feelingoat of mûtakeyi modeety. 
Thos I bave the réputation with the large majority of 
being a nuisunce, and a calnmnioua ebaracter, aad am 
entitled by them a sort of public accuser. But, however, 
a» it is permitted to me, and bas been so declared in 
the crier's proclamation, and you, ZenB, giye me power to 
Bpeak ont (jiiite treely, I wiJl speak without any sort of 
re8erT& Well, there are a considérable nnmber, I afiBrm, 
who, not content that they themaelvea participate in tht 
Rame councilB with as, nnd take part in our banquets on 
cqual ternis with ouraelTes — and that, tbougb tbey are 
half mortals — bring np their servants and Baccbanalian 
hangere-on, into the bargain, ïnto beaven, and euregister 
them as Oods.' And now they receive the distribations of 
sacrijùàal ineah on eqaal f«rma with us, and ebare in onr 
sacrifices, witbout even paying us the foreigners' fax. 

Zeuê. Give us no riddlea, MomuR, but speak clearly and 
esplicitly, and supplyna with the_names Qf_ihs. ffiCCMHÎ^ For 
now your statement of the case haa been recfclosBly brongbt 
before the public, so tbat one gneasea at a namber of indi- 
vidnaÎB, and fita one îndiïidual to one and another individnal 
to another of your charges. Ton, wbo are a bold and inde- 
pendent speaker, onght not to ahrink from saying any thing 
yaa hâve io say. 

Momiis. Bravo, Zeua, for arging me to freedom of speech : 
indeed, you act in fins rigbt royaliy, without mistake, and 
magnanimoualy. So I will even oat with the names. 
Well, that moBt excellent Dionyaas, who is half man (not 
even Greek on bis motber'a side, bat grandson of the 
dangbter of a certain Syrophenician merchant, Kadmna), 
ever sinco he waa voted worthy of immortality, what aort of 
character he haa I say nothing — neitber of hia hair-fillet, 
nor of bis drankennesa, nor of bis gait. For you ail see, I 
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snppoaB, how womaiily and efieminate he is in disposition, 
only half în his sensea, reeking with the famés of unmised 
wine from early moming.' He introdaced among ns a 
whole tribe of his relations, and comea and bringa his troop 
of dancers, and œalces Gods of Pan, and Silenns, and the

and from the middle downwards, in fact, reaemblea bis owo 
goat, and displaja a long beard, and différa but little from 
tbat animai ; aaotber ia a bald old man, witb a snab nose, 
usaally monnted upon anaaa,,' He is Lydian.' As for tbe 
Satyra, with tbeir pointed oars, and bald beads, witb homa, 
aucb as grow on recently-born kida^they are by way of 
beitig Phrygians. And they are even endowed, tbe whole lot 
of tbem, witb tails-L'^'on see what sort of divipitiea tbis 
woi'tby finda for ns^' And, then, do we wonder tbat men bave \ 
contempt for ns, wbon they see anch ridicnlons and pro- \ 
digiouB Gods ? 1 omit to mention tbat be brongbt np, too, a 
conple of women— tbe one being bis mistress, Arîadne,' 
whoae Crown, actually, he. inaerted in the eircle of tbe stars ; 
tbe otbor, a daughter of tbe Icarian farmer ; and, what îs 
most ridiculona of ail, Gods, even Erigone'a dog, even bim he 
brought np, for fear tbe girl mîgbtbe grieved,if shesbould 
not bave her accuatomed play-fellaw, and object of ber afEeo- 
tion, her dear whelp. Don't thèse thinga appear to yoa to be 
waiiton impertinence, and dmnken foliy, and matter for dé- 
rision ? Now listen, piay, to the history 0/ the rest of tbem.

[ Çharon , ready to set sciil, a-waits impatientlj the ap- 
pearance oî Hermès, who is hehind time with hÎB accnB- 
tomed batch ot ghoats; and gives vent to hia vexation in 
complaints to Klotho. his colleagne. Presently, the Con - 
dactor of the Dead ia seen approaching, heated and ont of 
breath, driving the ghoBts before him. He accounts for 
his delaj bj narrating the attempt to eacape of one of his 
conroy, the tyran t. 3I_egap.eiithBa, and the dîfficnlty of the 
re-captnre, which was efFected only by thetimely asaiatance 
of the cy gic KyniBkns (a fellow-ghost) ; and the fugitive 
tyrant now appears on the scène eecnrely fettered. 

Before eetting sail for Hadea, gilotho reeeivea trom 
Hermea, and entera on hia way-till, the names, nationahty, 
and miumer of death of the varions paBsongera. The cynio 
philosopher coraplaiiiB that she bas nnfairly neglected him ; 
and déclares tbat he had long been iotending to anticipate 
her decree. In contrast to the disciple of Antisthenea, 
the_tjrant bega long and vehementlj for respite, bowever 
brief , on varions pretences, ail of which are stemly rejeoted 
by the Fate. In the end, he is forcibly earried on boaml 
by Hermea and Obaron, aided by the Cynic, and honnd to 
the mast. At thia stage, the cobbler, Mykillns, cornes 
forward to expostulate with Klotho yet more atrongly at 
her long neglect of him, and, to hor expressions of aatoniah- 
ment at hia eagemesa to etnbark, he replies by narratîng,

Klotbo now gives orders for weigbing aucbor ; wben tbe 
cobbler, finding tbat be was to be left bebind nntil tbe 
neit day, owing to the orowded state of tbe boat, atrugglea 
bard to get on board, and, failing in tbe attempt, jumpa 
into tbe Stj3, to get across by swimming. He is, then, 
perforée, taken into tbe boat — a place being fonnd for him 
on tbe sboulderB of tbe tyrant — wbich proceeds on ita 
voyage : while KyniaknB, like tbe cobbler afterwards on 
landing, déclares hia inability to pay tbe amall coin reqnired 
aa tbe fare, and earna bis passage by taking an oar. 

Tbe tedium of tbe reat of tbe voyage be relievea by 
giving tbe "time" to bis fellow-rowera, to tbe tune of aome 
popnlar sea-aong, and in jeering attbe lamentations of tbe 
ricb passengera, in whicb amuseraent he ia joined by tbe 
cobbler. Upon landing, the cynic and cobbler join Com- 
pany, and proceed ana in arm towarda tbe tribunal of 
Bbadamantbys. Tbe Infernal Jndge ordere tbat tbe 
varions dead men be brought before bim. Tbe cynic at 
once demande to be beard against tbe tyrant; and, aftcr 
previons aatisfactory examinatîon of himself, whicb reanlta 
in his receiving a pasaport for the Elysian Fielda, be charges 
Megapenthea withhisfouldeedsof cmeltyandof debanohery. 
That royal criminal is fonnd tchecovered with theffû/matn. 
—tbe brand-mark, of bis crimes and^ices; and,toestab- 
lisb the accasationa of Lia principal accnaer, the tyrant'B 
own lamp and bed are brought forward as witnesses. At 
the Buggestion of bis accuser, Megapenthea, Ln place of

good reason angry, and yezed at being torn away from them' 
ail.

WhereaB I, seeing I had no p]edge to hold me to life, no 
estate, noTionee-property,' no gold, no fumiture, no famé, 
no portraits, naturally I waa qaite equipped for the jonmey, 
and when Atropos eimply beckoned to me, gladiy I threw 
away my brad-awl, and shoe-aole — ^tor I had a îaet in my 
hands — and jnmpiDg^ up at once I followed barefooted, and 
without even washiug' off the blackdirt; rather I ledthe way, 
with my face to the front : for thero waa nothing hehind to 
cause me to tum, and to call me back.

Bnt what is best of ail, is that there ie no ahivering 
from winter's cold, nor sickness, nor being beaten by one'a 
Huperiors. Ail îa perfect peaco hère, and things are entirely 
reversed ; for ft'e we poor devils now who langh, while the 
rich plagne themaelvea and make lond lamentations.' 

Klotko. I hâve been watching yon langhing a long 
time, Mikyllns. What ia ît that particnlarly moved yon 
to laughter ? 

Mikylliis. Jnat hear me, a moment, my most honoured 
of ail diïinities.

and repentingof his/follyJbecanBebebad had no enjoyinent 
of bis riches, but baà-^fied without tasting them, leaving 
bis wealth to tbe spendthrift RhodochaTis ° (for be was hia 
nearest relative, and by law had the first claim to the 
property), I did not know Low to stifie my langhter ; most 
especially, when I remembered how pallid he always waa, 
and dirty, wîth bis face full of care, and rich only for hia 
iîngers, with whîch he nsed to count over hia talents and 
myriade 0/ draehTnas, scraping together little by little what 
in a brief time will be squandered by the happy Bhodo- 
charis.'

MENIPPUS: OR, THE ORACLE OF 
THE DEAD.' 



[Menippits, the Cjnic philosopher, juat Tetunied from a 
viait of inquiry to Hadee, meets hia friend Fhilonides, who 
earoestly begs him to refeai the reasoDS, and the expéri- 
ences, of hia interesting joisi^ey. Thus adjured, with some 
dÏBplay of relnctance, Menippue, after having: been asBnred 
hf his friend that human life has not at aU improved 
during his absence, professes that he had been impelled to 
take so hazardons a joamej by an ardent désire to leam 
the tmths of philo&ophy and life — vainly sought alike in 
the popnlar Theology and in the schools of the Philo- 
HOphera, or SopHiats, who were ail at varinnee one with the 
other, and contradicted thetaselTes ; nhile they failed to 
practiae their own teaching. 

Thna forced to tmat to his own reBonrces, after mnch 
mental inquiétude, he détermines to go to Babylon, a

Rftbelaïa (who is îndebted, eapEciaUji, to tbe TnuHiitOTy) borrowa one 
of bis most inatmctÎTe scènes from thia Dialogue, In Ihe battle with 
tbe Dipsades,on bebalf of tbe Amaurol«a (the " ebadow; " or "Reeting'' 
people, a name suggested lo Kabelaïa by tbe Utopia of More, himaelf 
indebted to Lnoian), Pantagrnei's companion, Epiatemon — who loaes hia 
bead, but aflerwards recovers it thrnugb tbe skilful aurgety of Panurga 
— upon reiurDÎDg from his lemporarj aojonra îd Hades, reports the 
alt«g(ttber reccnëd conditions of some of (he berces of antiqnltj and of 
later timea. (Qargantua and Pantagruel, ii.) The Spanish Htirjst, 
QueTedn, also, bas obligations to the Mcnippm, in his Sveim. 
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principal aeat of the Magi and the Mystica, ivnd by their 
oconlt science obtain admission to the Un der- World, and, 
like hia prototype, Odyssena, consnlt the eoq! of the Theban 
prophet Teiresias. Arrived at Babylon, Menippua intro- 
daces hirnself to one of thèse Magi, named Mithrobarz anes , 
and, with conaiderable difficulty, obtains frotn him promise 
of assistance. Under the tuition of the Magna, he enters 
apon a course of pnriâcatory and mystic rites, and a strict 
(lietetic regimen, nntil he ia properly prepared for the 
(Ireadfa! deacent. Embarking on the Eaphratcs, they sail 
to a certain seclnded place, where they leave their boat, 
and begin the preacribêd infernal ritea and sacriâces — still 
fnithfully foUowing the authority of the poet of the Odygsey 
— invoking Hekate, the Erinyea (or Furies), and ail the 
dasmona. The Earth opens, and the varioua infernal sights 
are reyealed. Descending, with much difBcnity, the trarellers 
secnre places on board Çharon's boat, already overladen 
with dead men, who, for the naost part, had received their 
ipiietus in hattle. The lion's skis, and mane of Herakles, 
with which the Cynic had provided himself, secare for 
them places oa board, and a courteona réception from the 
Ferryman of the Styx. Disembarking, with the Mapia for 
guide, Menippus raakes hia way, through " squrâling " 
ghosta, to the tribunal of Minoa. There they aee the varions 
panishments for crime and injustice administered, and il 
novel sort of witneaaoa in the shadows of the accased. 
Among thoBe most severejy punished appear the arrogant 
Rich ; and Menippus doea nofc lose hia opportunity for 
the eierciRe of hia satirical faculty. Leaving the judgnient- 
seat of Minos, they proceed to the acenea of pnnialiment, 
and view the varions instrumenta and infliction of torture. 
In the Achemsian plains, they verify the accounts of the 
poet of the Odyssey, as to the àfityi/va Kapî/va, and other 
particulara. The laorifiîa is found to be complète and in- 
dubitable. Theraites and Nireua, Irna and Alkinona, hâve 
rothing whatever to diatinguish them one from the other. 
Uoder the influence of this spectiacle, Menippus compares 
human life to a gigantic publie Procession, and to the | 
Stage, where the several conatituents play their diverse l 
parts, for a short timç, liable to extremest viciaaitndes of 
fortune, Mausolus, and other Tain-glorioua princes, with 
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their " lying trophies " and inscriptions, in purticnlar, M 
nnder the CjnJc'e satire; and tbo Earthly kisgs anJ 
potentates who, in tho Under-World, eut bo abject mi 
ingloHons a figure. As for Sokrates aod Diog'enes, they 
still pursBB their peculiar and favanrite occapations. At 
thifl point oî his narrative, Menippns ia reminded that he 
bas omitted to qnote the solemn Decree agiiinat tbe Plnto- 
crats, passed by the Popnlar Assetnbly oE Hiides (to wbicb 
he had reîerred at the beginning of his report), the por- 
port of which Îb the apportiomnent ot a severe retribntion, 
At the point of going back to the Upper- World, 
MenippnB approaehes Teiresias, Hnd begs him to reveal the 
Becret, which waa the object of his descent. This the 
prophet's ghoet does with laconic brevity. The philo- 
Bophers then retam, hy a- short cnt, to Eartb, near to the 
Cave of Trophonius.]

Has any very new decree been paased 
hy the Powera dowD below respecting those up hère ? 

Memppw. JlBs, ao help me heaven ! and many of them : 
but it's not lawfnl to publish them abroad to everyone, 
nor to proclaim the ineffable secrets, for fear that eomeone 
or other migbt bring an action against us in tbe Court of 
Rhadamantbys for impiety. 

Fliilmiides. Don't, Menippna, don't, in heaven'a na.Tne, 
gradge a friend the narration of those events ; for you wïll 
epeak to oue who knows bow to hold his toug'ue, and, 
moreover, to one who haa been initiated. 

Meiiippus. Ton impose npon me a hard task, and not at 
ail a Bftfe one. Bat, however, for your aake I mnat nui 
the risk. It ia decreed, I s&y, that thèse millionaires and 
plutocrata, and those who Ciirefully keep thair gold CMÎn 
shut up liko Danae 

PhilonMej. Don't teil me the decreea before, my good 
Sir, you hâve reconnted that ivhich I would with most 
particular pleasure hear from you — what was your inten- 
tion in making the deacent, and who was your guide on 
the joumey ? Next, in regular order, what you saw, and 
what yon heard among them : for it is reasonable to sup- 
pose, snrely, that yon as a dilettnnte neglected cothing of 
what waa worth seeing or hearing. 

Meiiippus. I must even do yoa this service, for what can 
one do, when a gentleman and a friend urges one ? Well, 
then, I will recount to you, first of ail, my design, and 
whence I got the impulse to make the descent. Well, I, as 
long as I waa in my tcens, when I listened to Homer and 
Hesiod recounting the wara and séditions not only of the 
demi-gods, but actaally even of the Goda thernselves before 
now ; nay, Eurther, even their adalteries, and violences, and 
râpes and feuds, their expulsions of parenta, and their 
marriages with sistera— ail thia I used to consider to be 
good and right, and I tîckled my fancy in no ordinary 
degree wîth it ail. But when I began to arrive at 
mature âge, on the contrary, I then hoard the laws en- 
joining the opposite to the p-oeta, — not to commit adoltery, 
nor to engage in civil war, nor to rob with violence, I 
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■tood fixed ia great donbt and perplesity, not knowing 
where I eliould tara myself. For, neittei- could I ever 
believe that the Gods committed adaltery, and engaged in 
fratricidal war, nnlesa thej held about thèse thinga, that 
they were really hoDOurable ; nor that the legislators woiild 
encourage the opposite to thèse praetieea, nnlesa they sup- 
posed their prohibitions to te advantageons. And, when I 
continued to be in doubt, I reaolved to go to thoae whom 
they call "philosophera," and pnt myself in. their handa, 
and pray them to nse me aa they wished, and to point oui 
to me Bome sure and simple way of lïfe. With this dispo- 
sition, I say, I approached them ; and I did not know that 
I was foreing myself, as the adaga is, from the Bmoke into 
the Sre itself.' For plainly,upon close examination, I found 
among them ignorance in a rery spécial degree, and doubt 
and UDCertaintj greater than ehewhere; sa that very quickly 
they proved to me that the way of life of the ignorant and 
common sort of people was golden in camparisoii. One of 
them wonld eihort me, yoii maybe aure,to indulge ray love 
of pleasnre in everything, and that only to pursue by ail 
meaiiB: for that that was the being " happy." Another, on 
the contrary, exhorted «le to be laborions about everything, 
and to toil, and to restrain, and torture the body, dress in 
raga, live in squalor, and to make myself a nuisance to 
everybody elae, and use vituperative langnage;' perpetually 
declaiming to m.e thoao nniversally known verses of Hesiod 
about Virtue, and toil, and sweat, and the ascent to ita 
snmmit.' Ânother wpuld exhort me to contemn mouey and

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to consider its poBsessiou a matter of indiSereuce. Someoce 
else, again, waa for proving riches themeelves to be "a 
Good." Ah for their théories of the TJoiverse, what need for 
me even to apeak, who waa nauaeated in daily listenmg to 
their " ideas," " iacorporealitieB," " aComa," " THfluams," 
and a. CTDwd of snch like Dames ? And what wos tbe moBt 
absurd of ail strange things wba — that, whila each one of 
theiD Bpoke of matters moet opposed one to the other, he 
woiild aupply esceedïngly irrésistible and persuaatve argo- 
ments ; ao that jon conld not posaibly contradict eïther 
him who aSirmed the sasie thing to be " beat," nor him 
who aaserted it to be " oold " — and that, thongh yon knew 
perfeotly well that a thing conld never possihly be warm 
and cold at the same moment. Plainly, then, I was in 
the same caae with thoee who doze — one moment nodding 
aseent, at another throwing my head back in déniai. Bot 
still more nnreaaonable than this — by close observation, l 
fonnd theee same people to follovr a manner of life qnîte 
contrary to their own precepts. Those, in fact, who nrged 
me to deepise money, I obaerred to cling to it with the 
firmest grasp, to be quarrelling abont their usnry, teachîng 
for pay, and ready to endure anything for it. And those 
who were for rejectinjf famé, I found to be employed in ail 
their words and actions for its sole sake ; and, f urtber, whila 
accnsing almost ail the world of dévotion to pleaaure, to be, 
in private, firmly attached to that alone. 

Deceived, then, in this expectation, 1 bogan to be yet 
more disgusted ; while I coasoled myself, in aome degree, 
with the fact that I was a fool, and wandering abont still 
ignorant of Tmth, in company with many others — leamed 
[leople, and very mnch famed for their knowledge : and, 
us on one occasion, I wiiB kept awake ail night, on this 
ftccount, I determined upon going to Babylon to beg the 
assistance of aome one of their Magi, the disciples and snc- 
cesBors of Zoroaster ; for I heard that by certain incanta- 
tions and mystic rites they open the gâtes of Hades, acd

Kiffhros Uivai ; Xpvuà 'Ettti (" Golden Verses") of Hierokles. P/tha-

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conduct down whomever they choose in Bafety, and bring 
theni back again. I considered, therefore, tUe beat thîng 
to do was, to obtaîa for myself tbe means of descent from 
Bome of theae persons, njid go to Teiresiaa the Bœotîan, and 
leam from him, as be ia a propbet and a sage, wbat waj of 
life ia the beat, and the one whicb any right-thinkiag' man 
would chooae for hiinself. And, in fact, jumping up there 
and then, as qnickly as I conld, I niade Btraight for 
Babylon. XTpon my arriTaJ I taie up my résidence witb 
one of the Chaldeeans, a leamed man, and of pretematnral 
eicellence in hia art, with whïte haïr, who grew a very 
vénérable beard. His name was Mithrobarzanea. Âfter 
praying and eamestly supplicating him, I obtained from 
him with gveat difEculty the favour of conducting me 
on the ronte — npou his own terms. This gentlem.an taking 
me to hia house, ia the first place, for nine-and-twenty 
days, beginning imiaediately from the neir moon, made me 
perform my Instrations, conducting me dowo, at the firet 
dawn of day, to the Enphratea, and addressing eome long 
epeech to the riaiog sun, which I did not very well under- 
atand : for, like incompétent criera at the games, hia 
utterance waa rapid and indiatinct. However, he seemed 
to be invoking certain dœmoiia. Aft«r tbe incantation, 
when he had apit three times' in my face, I retumed home, 
carefully avoiding the gaze of persons I met on the road. 
Our food waa hard-ahelled fmits,' onr drink milk and honey 
and water, and the wat«r of the Choaapea,' and our bed wos 
nnder the open eky, npon tbe grasa. When there bad beeu 
Hafficientdietetio préparation, abont miduighthe woaldlead 
me to the river Tigria and cleauae me, and nipe me dry, and

tioa. Then, having thoronghly charmed myentire person, 
and made a pass with hia bodj rannd me that I might not 
be injnred bj tbe ghoets, he bronght me back to hÎB boosu 
AS I waa ; making me walk backwards. For the rest of tho 
time we were engaged in préparations for onr voyage. He 
himself pat on a oertain magical robe, for the most part 
like the Peraian, and he bronght and equipped me in thèse 
thingB — the fe!t cap,' the lion'e ekin, and the lyre, to make 
them complète. And he wamed me, if anyone asked my 
Tiame, not to say Manippns, bat Herakles, or Odjaeena, or 
Orphens.' 

Philotiides. For what porpoee that, pray, Menippas ? 
For I don't underatand the reason either of yonr dress or 
of yonr namea. 

Menippus. Tet it ia plain enough, and not at ail myste- 
Tious, for, since they descended aJïve, before us, to Hades, 
he thought, if he made me resemble them, I ahonld easily 
escape tho observation of jEakua's guard, and sUp in with- 
out challenge, inaamnch aa I shoald be more faniiliar to 
him in tragic coetamo, aad be well reconamended by my 
eqnipment, Daj, then, wae now just beginning to appear ; 
and going down to tho river we bnsied ourselves about 
weighing anchor. Tbere had been got ready for him a

I BfcBUBe thcGB Lcroes were pririleged, as having aiready made au- 
qusinlance with l'iiito and pErsephonc. Tbe son of AJkmene had ven- 
tured un twi) deacenis— one to drag Kerberua ofT, and the other tn 
deliver Alkestia. Urpheua made the terrible journey (o rescue h[i> 
" half-regained Eorydice." For a hamoroua représentation of Herakles, 
with his club and lîun's skia, iKe Aristoph. Barp. 
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boat, and victims, and honey-coke, &£d otter afferiiigs, as 
many as are serviceable for the initiation. Enibarking, 
then, ail oar cargo, thus we at leiigth aleo onrselves —

aod for some time we ■wero borne gentlj- down on the atream ; 
and af tflr that we sailed into the marahes and lake, in wfaicli 
the Euphrates disappears. Crosaing thie, we arrive at a 
certain deserted spot, woody, and impénétrable to the sun, 
npon which we disembark, Slithrobarzanee leading the way, 
!ind dug a pit, and ont the throats of the sheep, and ponred 
ont tbe blood as a libation about the trench : ' while the 
Magician, mcanwhile, holding a flaming torch, no longer 
in a subdned voice, but, crying ont as lond as he could, iu- 
voked ail the dsemona together, the Avenging Goddeaaea,^ 
and the Erinyea — 

** Nocnirnal goddess, Hekate, imd dread Perseplionni»,'" 

mixing np at the same time certain foreign, obscure, and 
many-ayllabled names. At once ail the neighbourbood was 
violentlj shaken, and undertheforce of tbespell tbegroand 
wae buret open, and the bark of Kerberus was beard în tbe 
distance, and the business woa esceediagly deaperate and 
gloomy : —

For now tbe principal infernal sights were plainly revealed 
I — tbe lake, and tbe Pyriphlegethoa, and the palace of

When we arrived at the Iake, we ail but failed to get & 
passage, for the ferrj-boat wa8 already fnll, and resoanding 
witb lamentations. Ail the pasHengera were covered with 
wonnâs — one in tho leg, another in the head, a third 
mntilated in sotne other part, haying just corne, a: 
appeared to me, freab from some war, However, the 
excellent Charon, when he aaw tlie lion's skia, auppoaîng 
me to be Heraklea, receïved me on board, and was de- 
lighted to ferry me aurons, and, upon onr disembarcation, 
]>aint«d ont to ns the path to be taken. As we were 
darknese, Mithrobarzanea led the way, and I followed, 
Htickîng close behind him, nntil we come toa very spaaioua 
meadow, planted with asphodel. Hère, yon mnst know, 
tliere kept borering about us the ebadowB of the dead, 
squeaking.' Gradually advancing, we arrive at the tri- 
bunal of Minos: be was seated npon a certain elevated 
throne, and abont him Btood the Pœnae, and Avenging 
Uemons, and the Erinyes. On eithcr eide thero w 
brought np, in order, a nnmbei- of individnals bonod with a 
long cbnin ; they were said to be adnlterera, and procurera, 
and fannere of the pnblio revenues, and fawnîng adnlators, 
and public inforraers, and a aimilar crowd of such as (" 
tnrb the whole harmony of human esdatence. And, apart, 
the rich, and hard exactors of uaury approached, pale, and 
with fat pannches,' and full of goût, each of them being 
sentenced to the pillory, and a " orow " oE two hnndred-

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weight.' Standing close by, we watehed what waa happen- 
ing, and liateued to their defence of tliomBelvos : wbile 
certain étrange and nnespected counsel arraigned them. 

Philonidee. In heaven's name, wbo were they ? Dun't, 
pray, ebirk telling me this, aleo. 

Menippttt. Ton know, I présume, those shadows that are 
projected from bodies agatnat the enn ? 

Philomdes. Of course I do. 

Menippus. They, wlien we die, then, be corne accnsers and 
witnesses against ua, and convictera oE crimes perpetrated 
dnring life; andthey bave the repiitationof beingexceedingly 
trustworthy, inasmuch as they are alwaya associated witb, 
and never separated from onr bodies.' Minos, however, after 
carefnl examinatton, dismissed each of the onmiMoZe to the 
place of the wîcked, to undergo pnntahment proportioned to 
hia deeds. With eapecîal aeverity did ho treat thoae of them 
who were BwoUen with pride on acconnt of their richea and 
power, and bad demanded ail but divine worship,' from de- 
leatation of their (ahort-lived) arrogance and haaghtineas ; 
and because they did not chooae to remember they were 
nmre mortals, and in chance paBseBsion of mortal gooda. 
Well, they, stripping thernselves of ail tbese splendoars — 
I mean tbeir wealth, and birtb, and impérial power — stood 
by, perfectly naked, and with downcast looks, reflecting on 
the happinesa they had among aa aa on aome dream. So I, 
obBCrving thia, waa dejighted beyond measure, and, if I 
kaewanyoneof them, 1 wonld iipproachbim in a quiet sort 
of way, and remind him "whathe waa in llfe, and wbat aira 
he then gave himselF, wben nnmbera of people stood ac hia

at length, ecarcelj wonld nae to them, and iina^ned lie 
wonldrenderthose who addreased hîmhappjaad blest, if he 
stret«hed out his band or foot for them tô kisa." ITpon 
hearing this, tbey were greatly chagrîned. 
' Meanwhile, one partictilar case nas dectded lenîently by 
Minoa. Aristippos, the Cyreiiiaa, came np — they bold him 
in hononr, and he has the greatest influence with tboae 
below — and obtained the respite of Dionysios the Sikelîot 
from hia sentence (who had been charged by Dion with many 
iniquitoas crimes,' and had been witnessed against by hîs 
owD shadow), aa he waâ within an ace of being boand to tlie 
Chimtera, by alleging that be had been ready and jadîmous in 
hia pecuniary gifts to several men of leaming. However, 
taking' our leave of the tribunal, we arrive at the place of 
pnnishment. Hère, myfi-îend, many and pitiftt!indeed,werB 
the things to be heard and seen ; " for, at the same time, was 
heard the sonnd of scoarges, and the wailing of those who 
were beitjg roastcd in the ^re, and instruments of torture, and 
pillories, and ivheels ; and the Chimœra tore tbem to piecee, 
and KerberoB gnawed them. AJl were being punished 
together, kinga, alavea, viceroys, poor, rich, beggars; and 
ail repented them of the bad deeda .they had committed. 
Somo of them we recogniaed at a glance — such of them 
as had recently died. Thèse began to envelop their per- 
aons, and turned their faces away ; but if, by chance,

Sonie graphie painting of Tartanu (of a Qreek Orcugna or Brenghelj, 
donbt]«E9, wai présent to the ■acirist'i mind, aa wcll as the Pjoiia» and the 
Riliteia (x. ad fin.) of Plato, inwritîDg tlu» highl; remarkable pwsage. 
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tbey glanoed e,t ns, it was in a very alaviah ctnd fawning 
■way : and that, thoag-h they had been tyraonical and 
anpercUiouB, to an estent yoa cannot conceive. To the 
poor, OQ the other himd, rémission of half theïr sufferings 
was granted ; and, after they Lad had an interval of respite, 
their punishments were wont to be renewed. In tact, I 
Baw, too, those punishments faniona in atory — Ision and 
SÎByphuB, and the Phrjgian Tantalua in i!l case, and the 
earth-born TitynB, Herakles ! of what btilk ; he covered, as 
he lay, you may be enre a whole field's Rpaco.' Passing thèse, 
we enter the AcherusianPlain ;'and wefind there tha demi- 
gods, and the Heroines,' and the rest of the crowd of the 
Dead living according to their nafcionalities and tribes — 
Bome individiiale of ancient aspect and mnsty, and, as 
says Homer, a " feeble folk " ;• and others fresh and well- 
preserved, especially the Egyptians among them, on acconnt 
of the durableness of their preserring, saltiag;, and pickling. 
The difitinguishing each individual, however, was, by no 
means, at ail easy ; for ail are as like one to another as 
peas, when the bones bave once been stripped bare. How- 
ever, with difficulty, and after a long time, by narrowly 
inapecting tbem, we did recognize some of tbem. They were 
iying one npon the other, sbadowy, dimly aeen, and obacnre, 
and no longer posseasing anytbing of wbat are connted 
beantiea among ns. I need not assnre yon, aa there were 
nnmeroQa akoletons Iying in th» saxae spot, ail alike, and 
with a sort of horrible and vacant atare, and ahowtug their 
gnmlesB teeth, I began to be at a loes with mjselC how I

tbeir bonEH n'ere ail alike, indisticgnishable and ïiiscribed 
with no titlea, and impoeaible any longer to be distînguiBhed 
by anjone, 

So, oE a tmth, as I looked npon thnse things, haman 
liîe appearod to me to resemble a sort of long pnblîc pro- 
cession, and Fortnne appeared to bare tbe management of 
aod to arrange everyparticolar, while sbe aesigned tothoae 
taking part in tho Show varions and variegated costnnieB. 
One she wonld take, if so it chanced, and eqnip in royal 
fashion, and pnt a tinra npon hîa head, and assign to bim ft 
nnmberof body-giiaT(Is,aiiâ crown bis head with the diadem. 
Another she wonld clothe in the âress of a domostic. A 
third individual she wonld decorate with beanty ; a fonrih 
she tnmed ont ngly, deformed, and an object of ridictUe ; 
for it ia proper, I imagine, that the Show be oomposed 
of ail sorts and conditions of men. And freqiiently, eren 
in the mïdat of tbe procession, she wonld change the 
costumes of some of Us consHtuents,tiud not permit them. to 
go throngh with it to the end, as they had heen firat 
arranged ; bnt, chnnging tbe dreas of a Krœsns, she com- 
pelled him to receive in escbange the dress of a domeatio 
and a captive: wbile a Mœandrina,* who np to that tima 
had been among tbe slaves in the Show, she inveeted with 
tbe despotic sovereignty of a Polykrates, and for some time 
snfiered bim to use the dresB. But, -wben the time for the 
Show had paBsed, at that instant each one restoring hîs 
parapbemalîa, and patting ofî hia dress with hîs body,

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hpcomes as lie woe before, ia no respect différent from his 
iujighboora. 

Some, from fa11y, as Boon as Fortune stande at their 
Bide and demunda back hor décorations, are grieved 
and are indignant, as thongh deprived of some of tLeir owii 
propertj-, and an if they wei* not gîïing ap what they had 
htid the uae of for a brief space. I sappose jott hâve ofteu 
seen of euch ob are employed on tbe Stuge, thoae tragic 
actors, who, according to the reqnirements of the di'amas, 
heoome at one time Krœsns and, at another, Priam or 
Agamemnon ; and the same peraon, if chance ao directs, 
who imitated, a little before, very grandly the dress and bear- 
ing of a Kekropa or an ErechthenB, at the summona of the 
poet, in a little while cornes forward as a domeatie. And 
now, when the drama is at an end, each divesting himself of 
that gold-embroidered garment, and iaying aeide his mask, 
and descending from bis tra^ic-boots, moyes abont in public 
as a poor and humble individual, no longer Agamemnon, 
the HOn of AtreuH, nor Kreon, the son of Menœkeua, but 
now called by his proper name, Polias,' the son of Charikles, 
of the borough of Sunion, or Satyraa, the aon of Théo- 
geiton, of the borough of Marathon. Of snch aoH, în fact, 
are the aSairs of men, as they seemed to me, aa I then re- 
garded the m. 

Fhilonideê. Tell me, MenippuB, and they, who possess 
thèse coatly and lotty tomba above upoa the earth, and 
monumental alabs," and pictures, and inscriptiona, are they 
no more held in honour among them than the plebeian dead ? 

Menippus. Outupon you! Nonaenae! At ail éventa, if 
you juat aaw Mansolua himself (the Kariao I mean, who ia 
80 famona for bis tomb) I know well that you would not bave 
atopped laughing^inauchbamblo fashion washecastaway 
in aome remote corner, aknlking among the rost of the 
commonalty of the Dead, getting as mnch enjoyment, as

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it seemed to me, from his tomb as he was weîg'bed don 

from having sucb enormous weight of material pressing og 
him.' ForiwheD^akiiB, inyfriend,mea8tiresont foreacblijg 
place — and he gives at most not more than a foot' — he 
muet be content to lie contracted in a verj moderate space. 
But yon would langb, I tbink, mncb more, if yoa aaw thoee 
wlio were kinge and viceroya with sa acting the be^ar 
with them, and eilher selHng sali herrings for want, or 
teaching the radimente o£ grammar, iusnlted by anj 
oommoD persoD, and smitteu on the cheek as if th^ were 
the most despised of slaves. la fact, when I saw Philip 
the Macedonian, I coald not even contain mjself. He naa 
pointed ont to me in a corner, mending rotten ahoes for a 
pittance. Manj' othera, too, one might see begging at the 
jroaa-roada — I apeak of the Xeneses, and Dareiuses, and 
Polykratesea.' 

Philonides. The aoconnt yon give me of kings îs a 
strange one, and ail bat incredible. But how did Sokratei 
fare, and Diogenes, and whoever else there was of (he 
philosophie trihe ? 

Meriip^us. Sokratea perambulates there, crosB-qnestion* 
ing everyone ;' and always in his company are Palamedea, 
and Odyaseus, and Nestor, and any other prattler of the 
dead. Hia legs, however, were sûU puffed and swollen 
ont from the dranght of poison. The moat excellent

PhUtmides. Enoagh ai thia. But wbat was tbe Decree, 
wbich yoa told me, at fîrst, they hiul carried agaia§t tbe 
PJutocrate ? 

Menipjias. Well remembei-ed, foc I don'fc know how I 
waiidered entirely from my story, when I had purposed to 
speak: aboat that. Well, while I was staying with them, 
tho presidiag magiRtrates propDBed a meeting of the 
Popular Aasembly in respect oE tlie common interefits. Aa, 
tben, I obsersed a namber of tbem rnnning togetber, I at 
once mixed myself up wîtb tbe dead men, and forthwith 
became myself, too, one of their members of Parliament. 
Other mattera w«re diily eettled, and, lasÈ of ail, the case 
of tbe Eich. WLen, yon. must kiiow, many and terrible 
accnEations bad been bronght against them — violence, ar- 
rogance, hanghtinefifl, and injustice — at leugth a certain 
popuJar leader rose, and read the Decree to thia effect : —

■ "Wberea» tha Plutocmta perpetrnte a nnmber of ini- 
qnities in life, by plnnder, by violence, and in every 
way utteriy despising the Poor, be it enacted by the 
Senate and the People that, when tbey die, their bodiet 
nndergo punishment, jiist aa do those of otiier worthless 
people, hnt that tbe suuls be sent up above agaîn iuto life.

bardens, and driven b; the poor laboarers ; and after tbat 
period, that it be permitted tbem Ënally to die. 

" Dryakoll, the son of Slteleton, of the wardship ot Dead- 
borongh, of the tribe of Corpseland, proposed this bî!i." 

When this bill had been read, the magistrates gave 
their votes by ballot, and the people by show of hands ; and 
Brimo' roarêd, and Kerbems howled; for in thia way the 
resolations, that hâve been read,becamecDniplet«fliidbiiid- 
ing. Such, I assure too, were the proceedings in the 
PopnlarAssembly. I — in pnrsnance of the objectof myTÎsit 
— approached Teiresins, and, after explûining everything', 
beggod him to tell me what sort of life he considéra to be 
abolit the best Then with alangh — he is a somewhat blind, 
little old man, saliow, and shrill-voîced — " My son," aays be, 
" I know the canse of yonr donbt and perpleiity, that it 
originated with the philosophera, who do not agrée among 
themaelvee : bat it is not permitted me to reveal it to yon, for 
it has been f orbidden by Bhadamanthys."
